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There are many reasons for neigh- 


borhood decay.

One of the important reasons is 


* failure to enforce the building and 
-housing code. 


It is a subject this newspaper has 


been harping on for 20 years, ob- 
viously without much success. We 
are not alone, however. Other 
newspapers—even the daily press 
with all its so-called power—have 
not been able to stem the tide of 
decay that has been rolling from the 
Loop to the outer edges of the city in 
every direction. 


We keep trying, however. 
The latest example of the delay 


that marks the vast majority of 
building cases is the 4948 Maypole 
structure, which the Organization 
For a Better Austin has been 
fighting. 


The first complaints against this 


building were filed two years ago. 
During the usual routine of con- 
tinuances, 
building inspectors 


testified that violations had been 
corrected. This more or less normal 
procedure resulted in the vacation of 
a thousand dollar fine that had been 
imposed. 


The OBA made such a fuss over 


i 
this ruling that the judge, Louis 


Wexler, agreed to make an in- 
spection of the building himself 
this coming Friday. This is 
progress. We congratulate Judge 
Wexler for making more or less of a 
concession to the complaining 
citizens. Most judges would have let 
the gavel fall and gone on to another 
case. 


Maybe Judge Wexler has a soft 


spot in his heart for Austin. If we 
recall correctly, he was a resident of 
this community years ago. He was 
active in civic affairs and got his 
start in public life that led him to a 
judgeship here. 


We believe he will make an honest 


appraisal of conditions at the 
building. His report will help shed 
some light as to whether building 
inspectors tend to be easy on 
violators, or whether civic groups, 
such as OBA, are stressing highly 
technical and comparatively minor 
infractions to harass landlords. 


This personal inspection tour by a 


judge may be +a first in a building 
case. It shouldn't be the last. If more 
judges undertook to find out con- 
ditions for themselves the effort to 
keep buildings from becoming 
blighted might produce better 
results.

Since these moves, 
more than 41,516 Americans have 
been killed and 272,436 have been 
wounded.

Nations has not become involved in 
the Viet Nam war and why it is 
remaining aloof from the Cam- 
bodian situation. Also, what has the 
United States to fear about the 
outcome in Viet Nam when England, 
France, Japan, Germany and Italy 
are carrying on trade with both 
sections of the beleagued land.

BBC made this series under 


the guidance of Sir Kenneth 
Clark, scholar, 
wit and 


historian, who takes you on 
this historical journey with 
particular emphasis on the 
arts of the periods involved. 


For instance, our only ad- 


venture so far has been in the 
episode called "Romance and 
Realty" an excursion through 
the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries built around the 
character and achievement of 
such as St. Francis and Giotto. 


We see color reproductions 


of Giotto's frescoes in Padua 
and hear from Sir Kenneth 
why these paintings brought a 
new realism to the art after 
centuries of Byzantien stiff- 
ness and why the scriptural 
characters of Giotto have 
never failed to rouse our 
emotions.

Judiciary Committee of the 
Genera.1 Assembly, which 
favorably supported the Bill. 


He gave the

reasons for his staunch sup- 
port of this proposed act: 
. 1. 'This is humane 
legislation. Prosecutions are 
always conducted in the name 
of all the people of the state. A 
victim of a violent crime is 
considered a member of the 
whole body of people against 
whom a crime has been 
committed.

pensated for the injuries (or 
death) resulting 
from the 


incident. 


2. "Victims are frequently 


poor people who cannot afford 
layoffs from work to attend 
long drawn-out trials. With the

victims would more readily 
testify against offenders, and 
be more Willing to wait out 
long 
delays 
in 
trials, 


frequently caused by defen- 
dants in the hope of wearing

Hanrahan vowed continuing 


support of this bill as it 
proceeds through the General 
Assembly. He said further

On April 29, before Judge 


Robert J. Downing, a jury 
found William Watson, 20,1400 
W. Cortez, guilty of murdering 
Louis Espino, 45, 1528 W. 
Thomas, last June 9.

attack on Espino, who had 
been asleep in his car in an 
alley near his home, Watson 
beat and then burned his 
victim. Later, he returned to 
the scene and told police he 
had seen a group of boys 
beating Espino.

According to his 
mother and sister, he died 
instantly after pulling the 
trigger. 


Mrs. Leonida said she 


recalls phoning her husband 
at his job to tell him of the 
tragedy. "Then I became 
hysterical and the doctor 
game me heavy sedation." 


The boy's father, Michael, a 


striking truck driver for Jones 
Motor Co., was at work at G 
and G Truck Parts at the time 
of the accident, according to 
Mrs. Leonida. 


The Leonida family, said the 


distraught mother is ex- 
tremely grateful to "all the 
wonderful neighbors who 
came to our aid during this 
terrible time."

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Steps to Stem Decay 
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Good For Wexler 
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There are many reasons for neigh- 


L borhood decay. 


One of the important reasons is 


failure to enforce the building and 
housing code. 


It is a subject this newspaper has 


been harping on for 20 years, ob- 
viouslv without much success. We 
+, 


are 
not alone, however. Other 


newspapers—even the daily press 
with all its so-called power—have 
not been able to stem the tide of 
decay that has been rolling from the 
Loop to the outer edges of the city in 
everv direction.

We keep trying, however. 
The latest example of the delay 


that marks the vast majority of 
building cases is the 4948 Maypole 
structure, which the Organization 
For a Better Austin has been 
fighting. 


The first complaints against this 


building were filed two years ago. 
During the usual routine of con- 
tinuances, building 
inspectors 


testified that violations had been 
corrected. This more or less normal 
\ 
procedure resulted in the vacation of 
a thousand dollar fine that had been 
imposed. 


The OBA made such a fuss over 


this ruling that the judge, Louis 


Wexler, agreed to make an in- 
spection of the building himself 
this coming Friday. 
This is 


progress. We congratulate Judge 
Wexler for making more or less of a 
concession to the complaining 
citizens. Most judges would have let 
the gavel fall and gone on to another 
case. 


Maybe Judge Wexler has a soft 


spot in his heart for Austin. If we 
recall correctly, he was a resident of 
this community years ago. He was 
active in civic affairs and got his 
start in public life that led him to a 
judgeship here. 


We believe he will make an honest 


appraisal of conditions at the 
building. His report will help shed 
some light as to whether building 
inspectors tend to be easy on 
violators, or whether civic groups, 
such as OBA, are stressing highly 
technical and comparatively minor 
infractions to harass landlords. 


This personal inspection tour by a 


judge may be a first in a building 
case. It shouldn't be the last. If more 
judges undertook to find out con- 
ditions for themselves the effort to 
keep buildings from becoming 
blighted might produce better 
results. 
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Uncle Sap Again 


The Nixon administration has 


announced United States military 
personnel will support South Viet 
Nam forces attacking a North Viet 
Nam stronghold in Cambodia. 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Daniel Z. Henkin issued a statement 
saying the South Viet Narn forces

That is exactly how the United 


States got involved in the Viet Nam 
war. President Eisenhower refused 
to send American troops, but he 
authorized 
the assignment of 


military advisers to aid the Viet- 
namese. President Kennedy in- 
creased the number of advisers and 
then sent troops. President Johnson 
went all out by sending more than 
500,000 American youth to fight on 
the battlefields. Since these moves, 
more than 41,516 Americans have 
been killed and 272,436 have been 


•P 
• 
wounded. The number of both i; 
creases daily. 


One wonders why the United 


Nations has not become involved in 
the Viet Nam war and why it is 
remaining aloof from the Cam- 
bodian situation. Also, what has the 
United States to fear about the 
outcome in Viet Nam when England, 
France, Japan, Germany and Italy 
are carrying on trade with both 
sections of the beleagued land.

And has President Nixon gone 


back on his campaign pledge to get 
us out of Viet Nam and to let the 
Vietnamese and Asia settle their 
own differences? 


The nation is sick and tired of the 


entire mess; it is convinced we had 
no business becoming involved in 
the first instance, and that the 
enormous drain on our finances has 
added to inflation and vastly in- 
creased the cost of living for every 
American. 


It all seems incredible.

He was 
active in civic affairs and got his 
tart in public life that led him to a 
judgeship here. 


We believe he will make an honest 


appraisal of conditions at the 
building. His report will help shed 
some light as to whether building 
inspectors tend to be easy on 
violators, or whether civic groups, 
such as OBA, are stressing highly 
technical and comparatively minor 
infractions to harass landlords. 


This personal inspection tour by a 


judge may be a first in a building 
case. It shouldn't be the last. If more 
judges undertook to find out con- 
ditions for themselves the effort to 
keep buildings from becoming 
blighted might produce better 
results.

The 
bill provides compensation up 
to a limit of $10,000 for victims 
of crimes of violence or their 
dependents. 


Since it was introduced last 


year, Hanrahan has testified 
in its favor before the House 
Judiciary Committee of the 
General Assembly, which 
favorably supported the Bill. 


He gave the 
following 


reasons for his staunch sup- 
port of this proposed act: 


1. "This is 
humane 


legislation. Prosecutions are 
always conducted in the name 
of all the people of the state. A 
victim of a violent crime is 
considered a member of the 
whole body of people against 
whom a 'crime has been 
committed. 
He, 
or 
his 


dependents, should be com- 
pensated for the injuries (or 
death) resulting from the 
incident. 


2. "Victims are frequently 


poor people who cannot afford 
layoffs from work to attend 
long drawn-out trials. With the 
knowledge that they may be 
compensated by the State, 
victims would more readily 
testify against offenders, and 
be more willing to wait out 
long 
delays 
in 
trials, 


frequently caused by defen- 
dants in the hope of wearing 
down 
witnesses 
for 
the 


prosecution." 


Hanrahan vowed continuing 


support of this bill as it 
proceeds through the General 
Assembly. He said further 
that he will urge the Governor 
to approve the measure. 


On April 29, before Judge 


Robert J. Downing, a jury 
found William Watson, 20,1400 
W. Cortez, guilty of murdering 
Louis Espino, 45, 1528 W, 
Thomas, last June 9. 


In a savage and unprovoked 


attack on Espino, who had 
been asleep in his car in an 
alley near his home, Watson 
beat and then burned his 
victim. Later, he returned to 
the scene and told police he 
had seen a group of boys 
beating Espino. 


Further investigation by 


police linked Watson to the f 
crime, for which he will be 
sentenced May 28, 1970. 


EDWARD HANRAHAN 
Hanrahan called attention 


to two recent cases in which 
sentences given by Judge 
Minor K. Wilson, puzzled 
members of his legal staff. 


1. Roy Peterson, 33, 4750 N. 


Pulaski, was convicted of 
unlawful use of weapons and 
sentenced

probation, with the first year 
in the Work Release program., 
Peterson 
had previously 


served 
2-15 years 
for 


burglary; later, 3 years for 
another burglary. Because of 
his past felony record, the 
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State had recommended 4-8 
years for the current charge of 
Unlawful Use of Weapons. 


2. Robert M. McCarthy, 18, 


26 5. Hamlin, pleaded guilty to 
charges of armed robbery and 
aggravated battery, and was 
found guilty of unlawful use of 
weapons. In the armed rob- 
bery, McCarthy used a sawed- 
off shotgun, and repeatedly hit 
his victim in the head, causing 
severe lacerations. 


Because of the defendant's 


viciousness and previous 
record, the state recom- 
mended a penalty of 5*10 years 
in prison. McCarthy was 
sentenced 
to 
5 
years 


probation, with the first ten 
months in the House of 
Correction, in the Work 
Release program. Under this 
program, a convict is per- 
mitted work in the com- 
munity, but must return to the 
House of Correction in the 
evening. 


Hanrahan questioned the 


deterrent effect of these 
lenient 
sentences.

Is Offered 


BOY SCOUT Troop 65 displayed the American flag dur- 
ing "Open House" in Wood Dale Sunday. The Scouts,

An undisclosed amount is being offered 


as a reward by Richard Rodriguez of 353 
S. Miner in Bensenville for information 
regarding the fire that destroyed his ga- 
rage late Friday afternoon. 


The garage fire, in which Rodriguez 


claims many irreplaceable family me- 
mentos were lost, is the sixth fire in the 
village in which the cause has initially 
been undetermined. Four of the six fires 
have been classified as arson by van- 
dalism by the Bensenville fire and police 
departments and the state fire marshal. 


"The fire started in a fnuny part of the 


garage — right by the overhead door," 
said Martin Heinrich, Bensenville fire 
chief. "There were no electrical appli- 
ances in use in the area, but theer were 
about three gallons of gas and some 
paint stored in the garage. This gave the 
fire more potential." 


HEINRICH ESTIMATED damaged to 


the structure at about $1,500. Rodriguez 
estimated the total loss to be about 
$10,000. 


"Some things we stored in the garage 


were irreplaceable items that you can't 
set a price tag on," Rodriguez said. "We 
had to move the materials out of the 
basement because we have such a flood- 
ing problem here. 


Among the articles totally lost in the 


fire were a stamp and coin collection, a 
16mm sound projector and films, as- 


sorted camping equipment, a phonograph 
record collection, new snow tires and a 
heater, accordint to Rodriguez. Mrs.

MANY OF TIIK children's toys and' 


sports equipment were totally lost in the 
blaze. A swing set and shrubs located on 
the south side of the garage were dam- 
aged by the intense heat. 


When the fire was finally discovered. 


Mrs. Rodriguez said she had just enough 
time to phone the fire department before 
the telephone wires leading to the house 
from the garage area were burned. 


"By the time we got there it \sas going 


pretty good." Heinrich said. 


"We are at wits end." Mrs. Rodriguez 


said. "It just makes me sick. We are 
just thankful our children were not in- 
jured." 


"I don't know what you \\ould actually 


call this — harassment or pranks.' 
Heinrich said reeardins the recent r:'-h 
of unattributed fires in the village. 'Tor- 
haps the people who are setting these do 
not know what can be involved." 


A spokesman for the Bensenville police 


department said three suspects have 
been questioned regarding the four fires 
attributed to vandalism.

A cooperative agreement oetween Ben- 


senville's Elementary School Dist. 1 and 
Park District, receded tentathe accept- 
ance last week by school officials for mu- 
tual planning and sharing of facilities 
geared to desirable economies for reo- 
rients within the taxing districts. 


The unanimous action by the board of 


education followed a presentation by 
park 
district 
commissioners 
at 
the 


board's regular meeting last Thur»da\. 


Initial term of the agreement will be 


for two years and continue on a year-to- 
year basis thereafter. Formal accept- 
ance and passage of the far-reaching 
document is subject to approval by Wil- 
liam Redmond, school attorney. 


The pact also involves similar sharing 


and planning of facilities with Fenton 
High School Dist. 100. but Dist. 2 board 
members preferred executing the agree- 
ment individually with the Bensenville 
Park District 


IF REDMOND gives the go-ahead for 


formal acceptance of the agreement, it is 
expected that passage will be slated for 
the board's next meeting on Hay 28 


Last month school officials agreed "in 


concept" with the principles of the pro- 
posed pact after hearing park board 
Pres Don Carroll urge passage of the 
joint agreement which encourages the 
broadest use of district facilities. This 
use includes educational, 
recreational 


and civic activities during non-school 
hours. 


The text of the general statement for- 


mulated as part of the agreement, points 
out "a great similarity in the kinds of 
areas and facilities required for the con- 
duct of many educational and recreation- 
al programs. 


"Cooperative planning and program- 


ming can eliminate much duplication of 
facilities which represents inefficent and 
uneconomical use of tax dollars," the 
statement reads. 


Under terms of the agreement "a 


school-park planning committee" would 
be created with membership composed 
of the superintendent and assistant su- 
perintendent for business affairs from 
the school districts, the park district di-

Nominating conventions for Supreme 


and Appellate Court judges and particu- 
larly Circuit Court judges in DuPage 
County are billed to attract more than 
ordinary interest in this 1970 election 
year. If for no other reason it's because 
politics is something the present era 
wants to become involved in. 


The judicial reform package voted at 


the beginning of the 1960s to free the 
judiciary rfom its political environment 
has not only failed to do it but probably 
has enmeshed the disciples of legal jus- 
tice deeper into that quagmire of what 
nearly everybody condemns but with 
what nearly everyone 
has some con- 


nection or other — party politics. 


With three vacancies on the circuit 


bench 
in DuPage 
County no small 


scramble can be expected to fill them 
from a considerable array of aspirants in 
this one-party county. In this regard 
there is a growing sentiment among Re- 
publican leaders that good politics re- 
quires placing on the bench in DuPage 
County a Democrat for that non-partisan 
posture which is supposed to character- 
ize a judiciary not in politics. 


THESE GOP LEADERS sense that the 


growing division in the Republican ranks 
might lead to a rupture that the Demo- 
crats at some future date may capitalize 
on in wholesale fashion. Let's stabilize 
the political situation in DuPage by giv- 
ing the "decent Democrats" of today a 
small piece of the action here and there. 
Tomorrow's Democrats might be a lot 
rougher fellows with GOP standards and 
ideals. Isn't the political weather warm- 
ing up the old conservatism a bit so that 
signs of liberalism are creeping in? But 
don't call a Republican a "liberal;" 
brush up on your semantics and say 
"moderate."

By lesiglative 
enactment n fifth was added in 1969. It 
now constitutes a vacancy and will be 
filled at the election in November. The 
two other vacancies arise from the an- 
nounced retirement of Judge William C. 
Atten, Wheaton; and the federal prose- 
cuting attorney appointment of Judge 
William J. Bauer, Elmhurst, by Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


The other two circuit judges, Chief 


Judge Bertram E. Rathje, Wheaton: and 
Judge Phil F. Locke, West Chicago, will 
not appear on the regular election ballot 
but on a separate "retention ballot." 
They will be running on their records. 


TWO ASSOCIATE JUDGES who do not 


receive circuit judge rank or salary must 
also be reelected on a retention ballot. 
They are Judge Leroy L. Reckcnmachcr, 
Naperville: ami Judge William L. Guild. 
Wheaton. Judge Guild is mentioned as a 
probable candidate for the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. 


In addition to these circuit and associ- 


ate judges 10 magistrates make up the 
judiciary in DuPage County. Last year 
the magistrates handled 52,000 cases, mi- 
nor crimes and traffic. If they are attor- 
neys they receive Slli.(KM) and if they lack 
a legal background $15,000. 


The associate judges are paid $25,000 a 


year and the circuit judges $27.500. Some 
attorneys in DuPage Counly will tell you 
they cannot afford to be a circuit judge. 
They'd have to take a cut in pay. One 
candidate has already pointed this out. 
The magistrates do not run for their of- 
fice but are appointed by the chief judge. 


Today three magistrates have broken 


ranks and have their eyes on one of those 
circuit court vacancies. They are: Bruce

l)-('hieago — would create an act 
making abortions legal, while the 
other - - sponsored by Rep.

would simply remove the crime of 
abortion from the books, except in 
those rases where it was not per- 
formed by a licensed doctor. 


Kither approach is acceptable. 


The important thing is for Illinois 
to get abortion 
reform on the 


books. There is ample demonstra- 
tion that the stale's current ap- 
proach is antiquated, not only in 
allowing 
abortion 
oulv 
in 


tremelv restricted medical c; 


but also in treating abortion as a 
crime, instead of recognizing the 
:leep human problem it can be. 


The fieneral Assembly has balk- 


ed before when abortion reform 
has come out of committee, most 
recently last year. This time, it 
must act. 


\\'e do not take this position casu- 


ally, or easily. We are 
keenly 


aware of. and deeply respect, the 
strong moral and religious argu- 
ments against abortion. 


Hut we feel just as keenly that 


the decision for an abortion is a 
matter 
between 
the 
individual 


woman and her physician. 


And we feel that those holding 


moral and religious objections to 
abortion do not have the right to 
impose those beliefs on all citizens 
through c i \ i l law. They are free to 
counsel anyone to hold their reli- 
gious and moral restrictions, but in 
the end it must be a matter of indi- 
vidual conscience. 


The specific arguments in favor 


of liberali/ed abortion are 
well 


known, and chief among them is 
the physical danger created by 
forcing women to retreat to back 
alleys and basements to submit to 
abortions 
performed 
by 
hacks, 


charlatans and worse. 


There is no measure of the men- 


tal danger, the anguish of women 
facing an unwanted pregnancy, es- 
pecially in cases of rape. 


And there is no measure of the 


damage to the unwanted child. 
brought 
into the world without 


choice or love, facing the possi- 
bility of rejection all through life. 


We recognize that opponents of 


abortion reform will argue that lib- 
eralizing abortion will encourage 
sexual promiscuity. To that, we 
can only say that we too are 
against promiscuity, but it doesn't 
change our feeling of what is the 
right and proper law. 


Two disturbing side elements 


have been introduced into the abor- 
tion debate. One is Senate Majority 
Leader W. Russell Arrington's dec- 
laration that the senate will not 
consider any bills not. relating to 
fiscal matters this session. The oth- 
er is the passage by the Constitu- 
tional Convention's bill of rights 
committee of a due process-equal 
protection section that could pre- 
clude any abortion law.

simply, 


should change his mind and recog- 
nixe the need for an exception on 
this critical and controversial leg- 
islation. Con-Con, we hope, will 
recognixe that. it. has no business 
approving any section thai would 
prevent abortion reform, and over- 
turn the committee's action. 


The only path to be followed now 


should be a single-minded one by 
the (leneral Assembly: to pass a 
law making abortion safe, legal 
and free of choice.

the muskrat made his home near the wa- 
ter; and how the swamp chorus frog, 


1 catching one in the tall grass of the 
marsh land) differed from the American 
toad. 


Kelly also reached back IO.DOO years to 


explain how the terrain evolved. He told 
of the great glacier which covered and 
shaped the earth's surface. Following the 
glacier were the lakes that formed in the 


lowlands, and following the 
the marsh lands with their 
reeds and cattails. 


The children and adults stood in the 


tall grass as Kelly pointed to the lowland 
forests of huckleberry, ash, elm. and wil- 
low which followed tip the marshlands, 
evolving on its edges. Further back, on 
the higher ridges, were the forests of 
oak. hickory, walnut, maple, and red ce- 
dar. 


WE STOOD AM) LOOKED over the 


wide expanse of marshland and lake, and

But there was another evolution to be

THE RECKEATION area was original-

Even the torhchght watch in the war 


room by French war veterans on the 
night of May B-7 has been abandoned in 
recent \ears. although it may be held 
again this year. 


EVERYTHING IN the war room re- 


mains exactly as it was 25 years ago. It 
is as if time had stood still for a gener- 
ation 


The maps on the walls show the exact 


positions of the Allied and German ar- 
mies at the moment of the Nazi surren- 
der. 


One map shows Allied railroads, oil 


pipelines and gasoline supply depots. An- 
other shows all American and British 
airfields in Europe and the missions as- 
signed May 6 19-1). 


A large red swastika, with a ther- 


mometer superimposed on it, marks the 
growing bag of German war prisoners 
since the Allied invasion of Europe, June 
ti 1944. The grant total registered May 7, 
1945. showed 4,035,051 prisoners or the 
equivalent of 101 German divisions. 


In the middle of the room still stands 


the scarred oak table on which the sur- 
render was signed. Cards mark the 
places where the Allied leaders and the 
beaten Germans sat 


"SOME OF THE FEW sightseers who 


come today aren't even sure which war 
ended here." Edeline muses sadly. "A 
lot of them arc German.s. Some of the 
younwr ones come in jHUKlitm and wear- 
ing paper hats. I make thorn take them 
off anil tell them they should show re- 
spect for the millions of dead."

French radio broadcast (the surrender 
announcement) that we knew the signing 
took place here." 


IT WAS AROUND 5 p.m. May 5 that 


t h e G e r m a n surrender delegation 
reached Rheims by plane, headed by 
Adm. Hans-Georg von Friedeburg, Ger- 
man navy commander-in-chief. 


He told Allied officers he had come to 


negotiate but had no authority to sign. 
He was informed curtly there would be 
no negotiations, only unconditional sur- 
render 


Next day von Friedeburg was joined 


by Gen. Alfred Jodl, German army chief 
of staff. Jodl demanded 48 hours respite. 


Eisenhower replied through an aide, 


"tell them that 48 hours from midnight 
tonight I shall close my lines on the west- 
ern front so no more Germans can get 
through, whether they sign or not." 


Faced with this ultimatum, the Ger- 


mans agreed to sign. 


At 2 a m. May 7 they were led into the 


war room. At the table facing them was 
Eisenhower's chief of staff, Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith. 


ON BEDELL Smith's loft were the So- 


viet representative, Maj. Gen. Ivan Sus- 
loparov, Gen. Carl Spaatz of the U.S. Air 
Force and British Air Marshal Sir James 
M. Robb. 


On his right were Adm. Sir Harold 


Burrough, chief of staff of Allied naval 
forces, Gen. Francois Sevez, French 
chief of staff, and Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick 
Morgan of Britain. 


Eisenhower waited in his office next to 


the war room. 


Bedell Smith asked the Germans if 


they were ready to sign. Joril noricToil as- 
sent. He signed first with a gold-plated 
fountain pen 


It was exactly 2:41 a.m.. Double Brit- 


ish Summer Time. Jodl then stood and 
said to Bedell Smith in German: 


"General, with this signature the Ger- 


man people and German armed forces 
are, for better or worse, delivered into 
the victor's hands. In this war, which has 
lasted more than five years, both have 
achieved and suffered more than per- 
haps any other people in the world. In 
this hour I can only express the hope 
that the victor will treat them gener- 
ously." 


JODL AND VON Friedeburg were led 


into Eisenhower's office, where he asked 
sternly if they fully understood the terms 
and were prepared to carry them out. 
They answered "ja." Iwwcd sliffly and 
were escorted out.

Get Brain Surgery 


ATHENS, Ga. UPI-Brain surgeon A. 


0. Lea's patients are so small he has to 
use a microscope to seo what he is doing. 


Lea is an entomologist and his surgery 


is performed on mosquitoes which are 
usually up and flying about five minutes 
after the operation. 


Lea and fellow researchers at the Uni- 


versity of Georgia are studying salt 
marsh mosquitoes and their reproduc- 
tion. Their goal is better control of the 
insects. 


His work has already proved that the 


brain and glands in the neck are essen- 
tial to egg production. A mosquito lack- 
ing either organ will not produce eggs 
after a meal of blood. 


The research has also shown that two 


vital hormones come from the brain and 
neck tissue and that a blood meal stimu- 
lates the release of the brain hormone. 


"When the blood meal isn't available, 


Ihe female feeds on nectar," Lea said. 
"She converts the excess sugar in the 
nectar to fat, enabling her to survive un- 
til she can find a victim to bite for 
blood." 


Lea has a special microscope, operated 


by a network of foot and knee pedals 
which leave his hands free to employ 
delicate surgeon's tools. 


SINCE THE mosquito's head is small- 


er than a pin, the insect is first anesthe- 
tized and imbedded in modeling clay. 
Then it is immersed in a salt solution to 
keep the brain tissue from drying out. 


Lea removes the brain and neck 


glands, replacing them with tissue trans- 
plants.

The sight of Berlin from the air that 


morning was one of total devastation. 


In the dispatch I filed May 9. 1945, as 


"pool'' reporter for the combined Allied 
press, I wrote: "The city underneath 
looked like an incredible Wellsian set- 
ting. Mile after mile of gaunt, roofless, 
gutted shells of houses stood silent and 
skeleton-like. There was no traffic in the 
street except Russian military vehicles. 
Over the whole dead capital there was a 
thick smoke haze. Columns of smoke 
from buildings still burning could be seen 
curling lazily into the still air." 


FIVE MINUTES after midnight May 9 


the Germans were brought into Marshal 
Zhukhov's headquarters — a former Ger- 
man army technical school in the East 
Berlin suburb of Karlshorst. 


Heading the delegation was field Mar- 


shal Wilhelm Keitel. Wehrmacht chief of 
staff. With him were von Friedeburg and 
Col. Gen. Paul Stumpff, Luftwaffe com- 
mander-in-chief. 


Keitel, haughty and self-possessed, his 


face mask-like 
and slightly flushed, 


slammed his marshal's baton on the 
table and sat down looking stonily ahead. 
Once or twice he fingered his collar and 
wetted his lips nervously. 


Britain's Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur 


T e d d e r , deputizing for Eisenhower, 
asked coldly in English, "I ask you: 
Have you read this document of uncon- 
ditional surrender? Are you prepared to 
sign it?" 


Keitel picked up the sheet of paper and 


answered in a rasping Prussian accent in 
German, "ja, ich bin beireit" (Yes I am 
ready). 


ZIIUKIIOV, A STOCKY figure with 


close-cropped, thinning hair and wearing 
the uniform of a Soviet Marshal, mo- 
tioned to Keitel. 


Picking up his cap. marshal's baton 


and gloves, with studied insolence the 
German slowly inserted n monocle into 
his right eye, walked over to a table in 
front of Zhukhov and in a long, scrawling 
hand scribbled the single word "Keitel." 


It was precisely 15 minutes past mid- 


night May!), 1945. 


Von Friedeburg and Stumpff signed 


next. Then Zhukhov and Tedder signed 
for the two supreme allied commands. 
SpaaU and France's Gen. Jean de Lattre 
do Tawsigny signed as witnesses. 


Zhukhov rose and said sharply in Rus- 


sian: "I now request the German delega- 
tion to leave the room." 


KEITEL SNAPPED together the fold- 


er containing his copy of (he act of sur- 
render and stalked, still arrogant in pos- 
ture, from the room, followed by the rest 
of the German delegation. 


A few weeks later von Friedeburg 


committed suicide. Keitel and Jodl died 
in November, 1946, by the handman's

stack with butter, frozen or canned sliced 
peaches and maple syrup. For a crunchy 
touch, chopped pecans can be added to 
the mix. 


Another pancake treat is one which 


combines the ever-popular pork sausages 
with simmered apple slices and a velvety 
honey sauce enlivened with nippy in- 
gredients. 


AVERY ISLAND PANCAKES 


1 cup honey 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
Vi teaspoon Tabasco pepper sauce 
1 apple, cored and sliced 
8 breakfast sausages cooked 
12 hot pancakes 


In large saucepan or skillet, combine 


honey, butter, salt, cinnamon, Tabasco 
sauce and apple slices; simmer until 
apple slices become almost transparent.

Remove cover and pour off drippings. 


Cook uncovered over low heat, turning 
occasionally, until patties are browned 
and well done. 


BACON-WRAPPED PINEAPPLE 


Place 10 to 16 slices of bacon on rack 


in broiler pan. Broil bacon 2 or 3 inches 
from heat just until bacon is slightly 
cooked. Pour off drippings. Drain 1 can 
pineapple spears (10 to 16>. Wrap a slice 
of bacon around each pineapple spear. 
Place bacon-wrapped pineapple on broil- 
er rack and broil until bacon is crisp.

A CASE IN POINT is this cookie rec- 


ipe that's easy enough for your youngest 
cooks to make for your Mother's Day 
treat.

And we should warn you 
that these "Hello, Dolly Squares" aren't 
particularly pretty.

Once in a while I encounter a recipe 


which represents the truly great cooking 
which developed in rural America. Most 
recipes were handed down either by 
word of mouth or by demonstration from 
mother to daughter. 


Unhappily many of these great recipes 


become lost as generations pass, so that 
1 try to record as many as possible to 
contribute in a small way to the heritage 
of future cooks. 


This one is for banana nut cake from 


the kitchen of Mrs. Johnny Johnston in 
Franklin County, Illinois, and if you're 
worried about calories, don't bake it! 


Sift 3 cups all-purpose flour; then stir 


in 2 teaspoons baking powder and 1 tea- 
spoon baking soda. Cream H cup lard 
(or other shortening, if desired) and add 
2 cups sugar and 2 beaten eggs. 


ALTERNATE DRY ingredients with 1 


cup buttermilk, adding both to the short- 
ening mixture. Stir until well blended. 
Add 1 cup mashed ripe bananas and H 


cup 'lickory nut meats (or pecans or wal- 
nuts). 


Pour into 3 well-greased 9-inch cake 


pans and bake 25 to 30 minutes in pre- 
heated 350-degree oven. 


For the icing, stir 5 tablespoons of 


fiour into 1 cup sweet milk and cook until 
thick. Allow to cool. Beat 1 cup sugar 
with lj pound softened butter or marga- 
rine until fluffy. 


Add the cold mixture and again beat 


until fluffy. Ice individual layers; as- 
semble, then ice sides. Top with nuts if 
desired. 


This makes a nice, large cake which 


will serve 12 or more people. 


STRANGE AS IT ma;' seem, I can re- 


call Sunday or holiday dinners in the 
country when a cake like this was one of 
perhaps three varieties offered for des- 
sert, along with two or three different 
kinds of pie.

Truck Strike 
'Demos Fault* 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, who 


has asked Secretary of Labor George 
Schultz to invoke the Taft-Hartley Act to 
halt the Chicago area truckers' strike, 
blamed Democrats in Congress who are 
beholden to labor unions for Congress' 
failure to take action to halt the strike. 


"They (the Democrats) are unlikely to 


support legislation that is considered 
'anti union' even if it really is 'pro-pub- 
lic.' " Crane said. 


"Many concerned citizens of the Chi- 


cago area have asked me to urge action 
by the administration to stop the strike," 
Crane added. "Unfortunately, the Con- 
gress has not seen fit to pass any legisla- 
tion to enable the administration to act 
to restrict the type of activity that has 
resulted in this tieup.'1 


In a telegram sent to Schultz during 


the past weekend, Crane said the strike, 
"seriously affects the movemenof goods 
throuBlumt the middle west and the en- 
tire nation and presents a clear and pre- 
sent danger to economy. Action is de- 
manded now to prevent the economic 
and social crisis that has been devel- 
oping as necessities are not delivered to 
the nation's markets." 


THE CONGRESSMAN also called for 


an end to the violence that has broken 
out in some areas in connection with the 
strike. 


"There is no place in responsible labor 


unions for terrorism," Crane said. "And 
there is no place in the American system 
for violence directed at persons who seek 
only to do their jobs." 


Crane predicted disastrous economic 


consequences in the nation if the strike 
spreads across the country. 


"But unless a national emergency is 


declared, there is nothing the adminis- 
tation can do," he said.

Council of Research and a governmental 
engineering bodv have had hundreds of 
experts at work on the second aspect of

They are making the most extensive 


scientific surveys of the Venetian lagoon 
ever undertaken and expect to announce 
in about two months a plan to prevent 
Adriatic high tides from sweeping into 
the lagoon 


Informants say the most likely solution 


is the construction of dams and locks 
some distance from the city 


Beyond all this, there is the problem of 


saving Venice as a living city so it does 
not become simply a vast uninhabited 
museum. 


In 10 years Venice has lost 40 ono resi- 


dents and is down to 119.000 population 
Most of those remaining are old people, 
so Venice has the lowest bath rate in 
Italy and one of the highest death rates 
Studies show most people leave because 
housing is so primitive "as bad as In- 
dia " as one expert put it 


Three per cent of inhabited Venetian 


houses are a public danger, 16 yer cent 
are in a "deplorable" state and 47 per 
cent "mediocre," says a municipal re- 
port. Seventy-four per cent of apart- 
ments lack a bathroom, 3 7 per cent lack 
a toilet and 14 per cent have the toilet in 
the kitchen Ninety per cent lack central

Second, college preparatory students 


may be oppressed, but they live in a 
Garden of Kden compared to those stu- 
dents who do not choose, or are forced 
by economics or tradition to avoid, col- 
lege education. 


A KKCKNT ARTICLE in Saturday Re- 


view. "Growing Up on Mechanic Street," 
by Peter Schrag. makes that point. 
Schrag, who has defined the Forgotten 
Americans before, describes 
students 


whose education and environment teach- 
es them that they have a fixed and men- 
ial role in American society. 


Schrag explains how the values of the 


immediate society — hard work and eth- 
nic pride, for example — are installed 
and reinforced subtly and firmly, so that 
the hoy or girl can grow up with little 
desire to experience a different life. 


It might be called oppression — the 


same kind of pressure that channels stu- 
dents into college preparatory courses. 
And school board candidates last month 
showed that they were, at least min- 
imally, aware of the problem. 


Some of the candidates supported in- 


creased vocational education. And some 
of them argued that it was needed, not to

supply more blue collar workers, but to 
increase the available job choices visible 
and open for high school students. 


MORE 
VOCATIONAL education 
is 


hardly a radical idea, and those new 
board members are hardly suburban 
Jerry Rubins. But if these new board 
members extend their logic, they could 
hatch some provocative and dangerous 
ideas. 


They could hatch the deadly thought 


that a college degree is irrelevant to per- 
sonal happiness. They could be slashing 
the assumption, so constant in suburbia, 
that status, affluence and well-being re- 
lates to the number of letters after your 
last name. 


Also, they could be damaging the 


mindless cliche that the opposite of 
white-collar — blue-collar — equals in- 
sensitivity, racism and stupidity. 


Those board members could be even 


implying an attack on merchants who 
suggest that ostentatious affluence and a 
"good job" equals happiness. Those mer- 
chants who sell life insurance with the 
photo of a fatal auto accident and a cap- 
tion, "They had so much of a future . . . 
such a fine job 


IN AMERICAN EDUCATION lor the 


past 10 years, there has been a quiet as- 
sumption that a child seeking a vocation- 
al education should not exist in the same 
building with college preparatory case. 
The subtle sneers are present, and they 
come from miseducated teachers and 
students alike. 


So, the student does what is expected 


and takes what he is taught to believe is 
a "dirty" job. Or, he drops out of school 
to find brighter rewards. At any rate, 
abundant guilt must be present. 


In short, education is not education if it 


leaves no options for students. It should 
be liberating and open fields of experi- 
ence. At the same time it should work 
against the grain of prejudice in the 
society it represents. 


Perhaps my case is overstated too. 


New approaches to education are ap- 
pearing in Cook and DuPage counties. 
House Bill 356, passed last year, encour- 
ages business and education to work out 
a cooperative arrangement for training. 


Also, administrators are gelling Ihe 


message. Whether the educational estab- 
lishment can begin to make substantial 
steps to change itself, however, is anoth- 
er unresolved question,

Deferment Drop 
Eases Pressure

Contrary to popular belief, several 


Lake Piirk Hi#h School students arc ac- 
tually breathing a siph of relief following 
President Richard Nixon's request that 
draft deferments Iw abolished, 


For many Lake Park juniors and se- 


niors, the service is seen as a possible 
safety valve relieving sonic of the social 
pressures and helping them decide what 
they should do with their lives. 


According to Nixon's request, defer- 


ments granted or applied for prior to 
April 22. 1970 will be continued, but all 
others will be turned down. 


Those graduating in 1970 who arc not 


tn and have not registered for the draft, 
into which category most high school se- 
niors fall, must face the possibility of 
being drafted when they reach age 19. 


"I THINK IT'S a good thing that ev- 


eryone go." said Greg Aiani. a senior 
from Itasca. "Maybe after a couple of 
years in the service we can sec things 
clearer and see where we're going." 


Aiani. who plans to attend St. Ambrose 


College in Davenport. Iowa, is thinking 
about law school. "But 
1 the service won't 


mess me up that much." he said. 
"Maybe it will help me find out what I 
want to do even more." 


For some students who are having 


trouble deciding what they want to do, 
the service is seen as a potentially en- 
lightening experience. 


"I just want to find something I enjoy 


doing." Aiani said. "Since I was 7-years- 
old I wante;! to be a veterinarian. Now I 
don't know. Maybe a lawyer. Maybe I 
would find something in the army. If not. 
then it would be back to college." 


"I'M NOT AT AI.L sure what I want to 


do." said Kirk Jonkhcer. who has been 
accepted at Western Illinois State Uni- 
versity. "I've been in music for eight 
years. I'm also interested in physical 
education. I plan on making several trips 
to my college counselor's office 
If I 


learned a trade in the service, maybe I 
wouldn't have to worry about college." 


According to student counselor 
Jim 


Vincent, about 70 per cent of Lake 
Park's graduating seniors went on to col- 
lege last year. 


"I won't feel everyone has to go to col- 


lege." Vincent said. "But I would like to 
see as many as poi**:Mc get some good 
post-high school education." 


Some of the students felt the service 


was an ideal place to get this education. 


"A lot of guys flunk out in their fresh- 


man year of college." one senior said. 
"If they could find out what their skills 
were, they'd have a better chance — and 
you can't flunk out of the Navy." 


"IN THE ARMY OK NAVY you can 


get some training," a junior said, "and 
this training might help you decide what 
you want to do." 


"As long as they have the GI Bill to 


help pay for your education afterwards, I 
think the service is all right — if you 
don't get killed over there," a senior 
added. 


However, there are other students who 


know exactly what they want to do. "I 
don't like it," said John Ranck, a junior. 
"If a guy wants to go to college, he can't 
plan; he can't even get a good job with- 
out a deferment." 


Steve Reinsch who plans to go into pre- 


med said, "It will take a long time to 
become a doctor — maybe 10 years. I 
can't afford to throw away two years. 
The service will ruin my career." 


"I plan to go to college," said Lang 


Cobern. "I think they should let us go to 
college. Our parents plan on us going to 
college, and now we'll have to stop." 


THE FINAL CONSENSUS would seem 


to be. if you are undecided right now. the 
service might be a good thing to help you 
decide; but if you know what you want to 
do. then the draft can be "a pain in the 
rear end." as one student put it.

Oppose Apartment Complex 


A resolution protesting the construction 


of 
a 
l.;M6-unit 
planned 
development 


southwest of Elk Grove Village and north 
of Itasca was filed recently with the 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals by 
Elk Grove Village. 


The village contends the project would 


be disruptive, exploitive. and that the 
only beneficiaries would be land specula- 
tors. 


The development consists of a $22 mil- 


lion project north of Devon Avenue and 
east of the 1-90 expressway, now under 
construction. 


Parkway Development Co., Schiller 


Park, plans to build 926 one-bedroom 
apartments. 
122 two-bedroom 
apart- 


ments, 154 efficiency units, and 34 single- 
family homes on a 50.7-acre tract in 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township. 


JOINING THE village in its objection 


to the development are several home- 
owners in the area who met last week in 
the home of Mrs. Mary Leidinger, 598 
Wellington Ave. 


Mrs. Leidinger said the homeowners 


are concerned about the disruptive ef- 
fects the apartments will have and are 
urging residents to voice their objections 
in writing to members of the Cook Coun- 
ty Board. 


The board has final authority over a 


rezoning request from single-family to 
multiple-family the developer made to 
the county zoning board at a hearing 
April 13 in Elk Grove Village. No recom- 
mendation to the county board has yet 
been made. 


The homeowners also object to the 


multiple-family zoning of 27 acres just 
east of the proposed development. The 
county board granted zoning for apart- 
ments there last year for Joseph Zizzo, 
of the Parkway Bank and Trust Co., 
Harwood Heights. The village also pro- 
tested that decision. 


IN ITS MOST recent objection, the vil- 


lage maintains the development will gen- 
erate thousands of cars which will use 
local streets not designed for such traf- 
fic. 


The village also contends the devel- 


opers have made no provision for ade- 
quate fire protection for the project, 
which includes several five-story eleva- 
tor apartment buildings. 


The village adds that the area sur- 


rounding Elk Grove Village is designated 


in its comprehensive plan for the future 
development of single-family residences. 


Plan Consolidation Study 


Board members from the local ele- 


mentary school districts underlying Lake 
Park High School Dist. 108 plan to re- 
view the report made by the special 
commitiee studying aspects of school dis- 
trict consolidation and make further rec- 
ommendations. 


The group of residents and board 


members who met at Lake Park Thurs- 
day night to hear the committee's pre- 
sentation generally agreed they didn't 
have enough information to make a con- 
clusion about consolidation. 


More information about the education- 


al advantages and disadvantages of con- 
solidation will be investigated, and pre- 
sented to the boards. 


Introductory remarks by committee 


chairman David Buser, of the Keeney- 
ville Dist. 20 informed the group of the 
two methods of consolidation — unit dis- 
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tricts and co-terminous districts. 


He said a unit distritc combines all the 


elementary schools and the high school 
under one school board and superintend- 
ent while a co-terminous district would 
mean 
unification of 
all 
elementary 


boards within Lake Park. The new ele- 
mentary district would then share the 
same superintendent with the high school 
but have a different school board. 


A STUDY OF enrollment trends by 


Donald Bessey, Roselle School Dist. 12, 
showed that if unified, enrollment in 
grades K-8 would be numerically con- 
sistent with each grade having about 400 
students. 


Bessey's report projected a 100 per 


cent growth in elementary school enroll- 
ment in the 20 square mile area covered 
by Dist. 108 by 1975. 


"We'll need 130 more classrooms or 


double what we have now by 1975 to ac- 
commodate the added enrollment," Bes- 
sey said. 


Edwin Peck, another Dist. 12 board 


ri 


member making the report of the finance 
committee said taxpayers of Dist. 108 
could save $226.700 collectively if the ele- 
mentary districts were consolidated. 


State aid would be increased but by 


less than $200,000 after consolidation. Op- 
eration of a co-terminous district, ac- 
cording to Peck's report would cost less. 


Each area would have the same educa- 


tional tax rate if consolidated but would 
have to pay off their own bonded in- 
debtedness.

The district voters set the tax rate on 


the district's assessed valuation. In !%!> 
the Dist. IW assessed valuation on real 
and personal property was SD2.734.545 
with a tax rate of SUM per $100 valu- 
ation. 


A resident owning a home valued at 


Sin.ixio is presently paying S1H4 a year tn 
the district. 


THE ASSKSSKD valuation of Dist. too 


has increased 134 per cent since its 1SI.TT 
value nf *:i<>..1,'M.22!>. The total tax rate for 
I'.ur was $1.41 for every Sino assessed 
valuation. 


While tin* district's assessed valuation 


increases when industry is built in the 
district, an increase in industry or apart- 


ment complexes docs not necessarily in- 
crease the school enrollment. When the 
assessed valuation increases, state aid 
ottered to the district can decline. 


The total tax rate is broken (Town into 


eight funds: educational, transportation. 
building, bond and interest, the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement, the working cash, 
special education, and fire prevention 
and safety. 


THE EDUCATIONAL fund 
receives 


the greatest tax rate — $1.21 tor every 
$100 assessed valuation. The lack of mon- 
ey in this fund is primarily the cause of 
Dist. 100's financial woes. Money can be 
borrowed from another fund to imple- 
ment the educational fund, but state law 
requires this money to be paid back 
within a year. District voters have thrice 
rejected school board requests to in- 
crease the educational fund tax rate. The 
failure to pass a referendum has put a 
crimp on that fund, the primary source 
of school money, according to school offi- 
cials. 


Because of the establishment of three 


new funds, the working cash fund (1967), 


the special education fund (1968) and the 
fire prevention and safety fund (1969), 
the total tax rate for the district has in- 
creased from $1.77 per $100 valuation to 
$1.84 per $100 valuation. 


THE WORKING CASH fund is a re- 


volving fund in which money loaned 
must be paii back unless the board 
closes the fund. The working cash fund 
taxes five cents per $100 valuation while 
the special education fund for ex- 
ceptional students taxes two cents per 
$100 valuation. 


The fire prevention and safety fund 


was established to keep the school up to 
state safety standards. The tax for this 
fund is five cents per $100 valuation. 


School officials have blamed the finan- 


cial problems at Fenton on the rising 
cost of education. As enrollment increas- 
es, more faculty and facilities are needed 
to provide a full academic program. 


In 1957 the average daily attendance at 


Fenton wfs 657 students. It cost the dis- 
trict $551, based on day to day expenses, 
to educate each student. The average 
salary of the 36 certified teachers was 
$4,908.

Koselle Vill;>i:e Board has decided ID sell 
three parrels of village land south of 
Maple Street and west of Irving Park 
fioad. 


At its Monday night meeting, village 


trustees passed resolutions authorizing a 
survey of the land, and sale of the land 
which is approximately 30I> by 385 feet. 


The state already appropriated funds 


for l!i"i) and has plans to widen Irving 
Park Road four feet, but the village 
wants ti> widen the road to four lanes 
from Pa''k Street east to the site of the 
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new railroad station. 


Till; ST \Ti: HAS agreed to divert tl'.i- 


cost of widening the road in that area to 
the village for its project if the money 
is spent this year. 


In other action, the board signed the 


annexation ordinance with the Howard 
Acceptance Co., for approximately 40 
acres of land northwest of the village in 
Cook County. 


Action on (he annexation has been de- 


layed for almost two years because of 
confusion in legal descriptions of the land 


involved and zoning problems. 


THE LAND IN question is bound 


roughly by Rosclle Road on the cast, De- 
von Avenue on the south, Washington 
Street on the west and Albion Avenue on 
the north. 


Approximately 1C. homes are 
in the 


area which was orignally subdivided 
into lots with , 
r>0-foot frontage. The vil- 


lage has agreed to allow Howard Accept- 
ance to develop the land into 75-foot lots, 
less Iliiin the required 110-foot frontage for 
K-l residential /.oning designated.

A cooperative agreement between Ben- 


senville's Elementary School Dist. 2 and 
Park District, received tentative accept- 
ance last week by school officials for mu- 
tual planning and sharing of facilities 
geared to desirable economies for resi- 
dents within the taxing districts. 


The unanimous action by the board of 


education followed a presentation by 
park 
district 
commissioners 
at 
the 


board's regular meeting last Thursday. 


Initial term of the agreement will be 


for two years and continue on a year-to- 
year basis thereafter. Formal accept- 
ance and passage of the far-reaching 
document is subject to approval by Wil- 
liam Redmond, school attorney. 


The pact also involves similar sharing 


and planning of facilities with Fenton 
High School Dist. 100, but Dist. 2 board 
members preferred executing the agree- 
ment individually with the Bensenville 
Park District. 


IF REDMOND gives the go-ahead for 


formal acceptance of the agreement, it is 
expected that passage will be slated for 
the board's next meeting on May 28. 


Last month school officials agreed "in 


concept" with the principles of the pro- 
posed pact after hearing park board 
Pres. Don Carroll urge passage of the 
joint agreement which encourages the 
broadest use of district facilities. This 
use includes educational, recreational 
and civic activities during non-school 
hours. 


The text of the general statement for- 


mulated as part of the agreement, points 
out "a great similarity in the kinds of 
areas and facilities required for the con- 
duct of many educational and recreation- 
al programs. 
i 


"Cooperative planning and program- 


ming can eliminate much duplication of 
facilities which represents inefficent and 
uneconomical use of tax dollars," the 
statement reads. 


Under terms of the agreement "a 


school-park planning committee" would 
be created with membership composed 
of the superintendent and assistant su- 
perintendent for business affairs from 
the school districts, the park district di- 
rector and superintendent of recreation. 


ADDITIONAL 
MEMBERS may 
be 


added by agreement of the parties in- 
volved through their respective execu- 
tives. 


Specific policies relating to joint use of 


facilities, pertain to non-school hours 
during the school year and state "school 
buildings will be available only during 
those days and hours not conflicting 
directly with regular 
school activities 


and organizations." 


The park district will assist the school 


districts in coordinating building facility 
requests for its activities and those of the 
Bensenville Boys' Athletic Association. 


As to sports and athletic facilities on 


park land such as baseball fields, tennis 
courts, golf courses, swimming pools and 
ice rinks, will be made available to ath- 
letic teams and other organized groups 
to the fullest extent possible." 


Another section of the agreement is di- 


rected 
to summer 
playgrounds and 


procedures for requesting school facil- 
ities. 


The joint pact may be amended at any 


time by joint action of the respective 
boards and termination by giving notice 
of at least 90 davs.

IT'S A WARM SUNDAY AFTERNOON 0s children 
and adults join Bob Kelly, one of two naturalists 
employed by the Forest Preserve District of Du- 
Page County, on an exploration of the uplands, 


shorelines, and marsh borders of Mallard Lake For- 
est Preserve, just southwest of Kenneyville on Sary 
Avenue. The two and one-half hour trek was 


marked with blackbirds, cattails, and American 
toads; and a plea by Kelly that the preserve's 
wildlife be spared. 


Fun-At Cost of Wildlife? 


Ambitious plans are being made for 


Mallard Lake Forest Preserve. Forecast 
are such outflow activities as fishing and 
boating, campinc. horseback riding, and 
tubon.eaning. But despite the plans, na- 
ture lovers anticipate disaster. 


According 
ID 
George 
C. 
Bottoms, 


chief engineer for the Forest Preserve 
District of DuPage County, plans have 
been drawn up to increase the sine of the 
present .'Hi-acre lake to about 100 acres. 


"Mallard Lake is ideal because of the 


large volume of water we have there," 
Bottoms said, "and because there are no 
homes in the area. The present lake sits 
in tin- center of an KOU-aere preserve." 


Bottoms said that most of the land sur- 


rounding the lake, presently farmland. 
would be re-fori'sled. and housing devel- 
opments would not be permitted to move 
in. 


INNOVATION \VOKK will not begin 


for at least another year, and will take 
another three or four years to complete 
inice begun. The cc»t of construction and 
development, estimated at about $4 mil- 
lion, will be paid for chiefly through tax 
monies and the sale of gravel dug from 
the lake. 


The finished product will include picnic 


and camping areas: boating and fishing 
facilities; bridal paths for horseback rid- 
itiL'. and a loop road which will wind 
around the entire area: and possibly a 
snowmobile run. but this is not definite. 


"We are hoping to preserve a portion 


of the marshland for the Canadian geese 
and other migratory birds that nest in 
the area." Bottoms added. "Possibly 5 
or ID per cent of the area will be saved 
fur wildlife." 


RKillT NOW Mallard is principally a 


wildlife preserve, with the tall grass and 
cattails of its marshlands stretching into 
low willow forest* on the east and south. 
Mostly people come to the preserve to 


either have a picnic or to fish. 


"Where are all the ducks?" a little girl 


asked on a recent field trip. 


Bob Kelly, one of two naturalists hired 


by the county's forest preserve district, 
plodded up the shoreline in his galoshes 
and baggy pants. He was surrounded by 
excited and inquisitive children on one of 
the county-sponsored nature hikes. 


"They were scared off by the snow- 


mobiles." Kelly explained. "We found 
snowmobile tracks in the snow. They 
must have come in while the caretakers 
were away. You should have 15.000 water 
birds in this park right now, but they're 
gone because of two weeks of snow- 
mobiles." 


KEM.Y PICKED UP a rock from the 


shoreline, its surface speckled with tiny 
holes. "This rock is very old. maybe 
10.000 years old, and it came from anoth- 
er ocean bottom way up north in Canada 
— it was brought here with the glacier." 


Kelly went on to explain and demon- 


strate how the muskrat made his home, 
how dragon flies skimmed along the wa- 
ter on pockets of air. and how forests of 
huckleberry, ash, and willow eventually 
evolved out of the tall grass of the 
marshland. He talked about the black- 
birds, the evening primrose, and the 


swamp chorus frog. 


But all this is in danger of being re- 


placed by the rowboat, the campsite, and 
the snowmobile. 


Plant Recognized 
For Excellence 


Rosclle's sewage treatment plant has 


been recognized by the Illinois State San- 
itary Water Board for excellence in 
maintenance and operation during 1969. 


The plant was one of five nominated 


from all group B plants throughout the 
entire state, village officials learned last 
week in a letter from the sanitary water 
board. The award for group B nominees, 
however, went to Paris. 111. 


Annual award trophies were recently 


presented at the Sewage Operators' Con- 
ference held in Springfield. A trophy is 
provided for one plant in each of four 
groups based on population served and 
type of treatment facilities. 


Nominated plants are visited by the 


sanitary water board staff engineers be- 
fore finalists are determined. 


''They have promised me a small area 


for wildlife," Kelly said as the two and 
one-half hour trek was nearing an end. 


"I have asked for either the east side of 
the lake, or the south side, which is bet- 
ter for water birds." 


Kelly said he has "raised such a stink" 


over the plan to renovate Mallard Lake 
that the county forest preserve director. 
Chuck Johnson, felt a small area should 
be saved for wildlife. 


"But we won't even get this unless the 


people write the director and express 
their opinion," Kelly added. "If the 
people of DuPage County decide all they 
want are 
snowmobiles, dog training 


grounds, and water skiing, that's all 
they'll have." 


Kelly felt a combination recreation- 


wildlife preserve could be established. 
"We need public opinion polls on this, 
and public hearings. But there isn't 
much time. It you care about wildlife, 
write to my director, or to the DuPage 
County Board of Supervisors." 


"And I'll personally do anything I can 


to keep those snowmobiles out of the 
park." he added. 


HTK — Excellence 


Roselle's sewage treatment plant has 


been recognized for excellence in oper- 
ation and maintenance for 1969 by the 
Illinois State Sanitary Water Board. 


The plant was one of five Group B 


plants from throughout the state nomi- 
nated for a special annual award. 


Annual trophies were presented last 


week at the Sewage Works Operators' 
Conference in Springfield to the most 
outstanding treatment plant in each of 
four groups. Plants are placed into the 
groups based on the size of the popu- 
lation served and type of treatment facil- 
ity. 


Although Roselle's 
treatment 
plant 


didn't win the trophy in its group, Jerry 
Botterman, 
superintendent 
of public 


works, said "its a great honor being 
nominated, when there are over 20,000 
treatment plants in Illinois. 


"WE'RE UNDER THE jurisdiction of 


the Chicago office and had to be in- 
spected by an engineer from there before 
we were nominated." he said. 


Besides maintenance and operation, 


plants are judged on record keeping and 
quality of effluent. 


"We're proud of our plant and encour- 


age citizens to come over and look at it," 
Botterman said adding, "the people are 
paying the money for improving it. They 
should come over and see what we're 
doing." 


The village has spent over $500,000 ex- 


panding and improving the plant since 
1950. The most recent expenditure was 
$14.439 for two sludge drying beds. 


Expenditures will continue until 1972 


when the trickling filter-type plant must 
be upgraded to an activated sludge treat- 
ment plant, in accordance with state 
regulations. 


THE VILLAGE board will send letters 


of commendation and recognition to Bot- 
terman and John Petkus. the plant oper- 
ator. 


Meeting Monday night, the village 


board also voted to raise some tap-on 
fees for sewer and water connections. 
Sewer connection charges for all single 
family houses is S300; for all multiple 
family units the charge is S300 plus S50 
for every single bedroom unit. S100 for 
every two bedroom unit and S200 for ev- 
ery three bedroom unit. 


Water connections for business and in- 


dustrial use were also raised, according 
to the size of the pipe installed. .The vil- 
lage will charge S300 for pipe up to and 
including one inch in diameter. S400 for 
pipes up to and including two inches in 
diameter and S500 for all pipes larger 
than two inches.

Contrary to popular belief, several 


Lake Park High School students are ac- 
tually breathing a sigh of relief following 
President Richard Nixon's request that 
draft deferments be abolished. 


For many Lake Park juniors and se- 


niors, the service is seen as a possible 
safety valve relieving some of the social 
pressures and helping them decide what 
they should do with their lives. 


According to Nixon's request, defer- 


ments granted or applied for prior to 
April 22, 1970 will be continued, but all 
others will be turned down. 


Those graduating in 1970 who are not 


18 and have not registered for the draft, 
into which category most high school se- 
niors fall, must face the possibility of 
being drafted when they reach age 19. 


"I THINK IT'S a good thing that ev- 


eryone go," said Greg Aiani, a senior 
from Itasca. "Maybe after a couple of 
years in the service we can see things 
clearer and see where we're going.'' 


Aiani, who plans to attend St. Ambrose 


College in Davenport. Iowa, is thinking 
about law school. "But the service won't 
mess me up that 
much." he said. 


"Maybe it will help me find out what I 
want to do even more." 


For some students who are having 


trouble deciding what they want to do, 
the service is seen as a potentially en- 
lightening experience. 


"I just want to find something I enjoy 


doing." Aiani said. "Since I was 7-years- 
old I wanted to be a veterinarian. Now I 
don't know. Maybe a lawyer. Maybe I 
would find something in the army. If not, 
then it would be back to college." 


"I'M NOT AT ALL sure what I want to 


do," said Kirk Jonkheer. who has been 
accepted at Western Illinois State Uni- 
versity. "I've been in music for eight 
years. I'm also interested in physical 
education. I plan on making several trips 
to my college counselor's office. If I 
learned a trade in the service, maybe I 
wouldn't have to worry about college." 


According to student counselor Jim 


Vincent, about 70 per cent of Lake 
Park's graduating seniors went on to col- 
lege last year. 


"I won't feel everyone has to go to col- 


lege," Vincent said. "But I would like to 
see as many as possible get some good 
post-high school education." 


Some of the students felt the service 


was an ideal place to get this education. 


"A lot of guys flunk out in their fresh- 


man year of college." one senior said. 
"If they could find out what their skills 
were, they'd have a better chance - and 
you can't flunk out of the Navy." 
" "IN THE ARMY OR NAVY you can 
get some training." a junior said, "and 
this training might help you decide what 
you want to do." 


"As long as they have the GI Bill to 


help pay for your education afterwards. I 
think the service is all right — if you 
don't get killed over there." a senior 
added. 


However, there are other students who 


know exactly what they want to do. "I 
don't like it." said John Ranck. a junior. 
"If a guy wants to go to college, he can't 
plan; he can't even get a good job with- 
out a deferment." 


Steve Reinsch who plans to go into pre- 


med said. "It will take a long time to 
become a doctor — maybe 10 years. I 
can't afford to throw away two years. 
The service will ruin my career." 


"I plan to go to college." said Lang 


Cobern. "I think they should let us go to 
college. Our parents plan on us going to 
college, and now we'll have to stop." 


THE FINAL CONSENSUS would seem 


to be. if you are undecided right now. the 
service might be a good thing to help you 
decide: but if you know what you want to 
do. then the draft can be "a pain in the 
rear end." as one student put it.

IN 1%9 Fenton's average daily attend- 


ance wa,s 1.477 and the cost per uui was 
about si. 127. The certified teaching staff 
was inci-eas^d to !)G with an average 
salary of $10,361. 


What hurts Fenton is that while dollar- 


per-pupil revenue and costs have re- 
mained stable at face value, inflation 
since 19~>7 has taken its toll. 


It's much like the plight of a family

2 board 
members preferred executing the agree- 
ment individually with the Bensenville 
Park District 


IF REDMOND gives the go-ahead for 


formal acceptance of the agreement, it is 
expected that passage will be slated for 
the board's next meeting on May 28. 


Last month school officials agreed "in 


concept" with the principles of the pro- 
posed pact after hearing park board 
Pres. Don Carroll urge passage of the 
joint agreement which encourages the 
broadest use of district facilities. This

No Horses in Dogs' World

It's a dog's life as far as Mrs. Virginia 


Guttercz is concerned. 


She feels it's so especially after her 


horse was ticketed by Addison police 
recently for walking on private property 
and eating the grass. 


Mrs. Gutterez, who lives in the Lake 


Manor section of the village, is com- 
plaining about the increased number of 
dogs running loose throughout the com- 
munity and especially in the neighbor- 
hood she lives in. And, she says, the dogs 
present a great danger to the children of 
the village. 


"Kids can't play in their own yards 


anymore," she said. "These dogs are 
running through the street and grass and 
scaring the children off the street. We 
have a bad problem with dogs running 
loose. There are several dogs per day 
seven days a week running about. It's a 
shame we have to tolerate this." 


Mrs. Gutterez says some 
of the 


dogs are of the German Shepherd varie- 
ty, "mean and ugly " She says she has 
tried to catch the dogs but is afraid of 
being injured by the dogs when she at- 
tempts to lure them. 


"You could almost put a saddle on 


these dogs and ride them, they are so 
big," the woman said. "One big dog 
turned my garbage can over on garbage 
collection day looking for food. Then he 
made a mess on my lawn. 


"I know some of the people who own 


these dogs. They let the dog run in the 
neighborhood for an hour and then final- 
ly go out and look for them. I'm going to 
RO to the homeowner's association and 
see what can be done to stop this running 
in the street. It's so dangerous." 


Mrs. Gutterez said she is a very frus- 


trated woman when it comes to the sub- 
ject of the dogs. She said she talked to 
police about curtailing the dogs but that 
she didn't get any satisfaction from 
them. 


"They told me I'd have to catch the 


dogs myself if I saw one running loose," 
she said. "But I'm so afraid of them." 


Police said yesterday that it is their 


policy to respond to all phone complaints 
telling them of a dog running loose. They 
said if apprehended, a dog with a tag

THE 
EDCCATIONAL 
fund receives 


the greatest tax rate — SI 21 for every 
StOO assessed valuation. The lack of mon- 
ey in this fund' is primarily the cause of 
Dist. ion's financial woes. Money can be 
borrowed from another fund to imple- 
ment the educational fund, but state law 
requires this money to be paid back 
within a year. District voters have thrice 
rejected school board lequests to in- 
crease the educational fund tax rate. The 
failure to pass a referendum has put a 
crimp on that fund, the primary source 
of school money, according to school offi- 
cials. 


Because of the establishment of three 


new funds, the working cash fund (1967), 


the special education fund (1968) and the 
fire prevention and safety fund (19«)>, 
the total tax rate for the district has in- 
creased from $1.77 per S100 valuation to 
$1.1(4 per $100 valuation. 


THE WORKING CASH fund is a re- 


volving fund in which money loaned 
must be pail back unless the board 
closes the fund. The working cash fund 
taxes five cents per $100 valuation while 
the 
special 
education 
fund 
for 
ex- 


ceptional students taxes two cents per 
$100 valuation. 


The fire prevention and safety fund 


was established to keep the school up to 
state safety standards. The tax for this 
fund is five cents per $100 valuation. 


School officials have blamed the finan- 


cial problems at Fenton on the rising 
cost of education. As enrollment increas- 
es, more faculty and facilities are needed 
to provide a full academic program. 


In 1937 the average daily attendance at 


Fenton WPS 657 students, It cost the dis- 
trict $551, based on day to day expenses, 
to educate each student. The average 
salary of the 36 certified teachers was 
$4,90!).

Acceptance Co., for approximately 40 
acres of land northwest of the village in 
Cook County. 


Action on the annexation has been de- 


layed lor almost two years because of 
confusion in legal descriptions of the land 


involved and /oning problems.

A cooperative agreement between Ben- 


senville's Elementary School Dist 2 and 
Park District, received tentative accept- 
ance last week by school officials for mu- 
tual planning and sharing of facilities 
geared to desirable economies for rc«i- 
dents within the taxing districts. 


The unanimous action b\ the board of 


education 
followed a presentation h\ 


park 
district 
commissioneis 
at 
the 


board's regular meeting last Thursday. 


Initial term of the agreement will be 


for two years and continue on a year-to- 
year basis thereafter. Formal accept- 
ance and passage of the far-reaching 
document is subject to approval by Wil- 
liam Redmond, school attorney. 


The pact also involves similar sharing 


and planning of facilities with Fenton 
High School Dist. 100, but Dist. 2 board 
members preferred executing the agree- 
ment individually with the Bensenville 
Park District. 


IF REDMOND gives the po-ahead for 


formal acceptance of the agreement, it is 
expected that passage will be slated for 
the board's next meeting on -May 21:. 


Last month school officials agreed ''in 


concept" with the principles of the pro- 
posed pact after hearing park board 
Pros. Don Carroll urge passage of the 
joint agreement which encourages the 
broadest use of district facilities This 
use includes educational, recreational 
and civic activities during non-school 
hours. 


The text of the general statement for- 


mulated as part of the agreement, points 
out "a great similarity in the kinds of 
areas and facilities required for the con- 
duct of many educational and recreation- 
al programs. 


"Cooperative planning and program- 


ming can eliminate much duplication of 
facilities which represents inefficent and 
uneconomical use of tax dollars," the 
statement reads. 


Under terms of the agreement "a 


school-park planning committee'' would 
be created with membership composed 
of the superintendent and assistant su- 
perintendent for business affairs from 
the school districts, the park district di- 
rector and superintendent of recreation.

Is Offered 


•OY SCOUT Troop 65 displayed the American -flag dur- 
ing "Open House" in Wood Dale Sunday. The Scouts, 
under the supervision of Scoutmaster Jerry Risting, pre-

An undisclosed amount is being offered 


as a reward by Richard Rodriguez of 353 
S. Miner in Bensenville for information 
regarding the fire that destroyed his ga- 
rage late Friday afternoon. 


The garage fire, in which Rodriguez 


claims many irreplaceable family me- 
mentos were lost, is the sixth fire in the 
village in which the cause has initially 
been undetermined. Four of the six fires 
have been classified as arson by van- 
dalism by the Bensenville fire and police 
departments and the state fire marshal. 


"The fire started in a fnuny part of the 


garage — right by the overhead door," 
said Martin Heinrich, Bensenville fire 
chief. "There were no electrical appli- 
ances in use in the area, but theer were 
about three gallons of gas and some 
paint stored in the garage. This gave the 
fire more potential." 


HEINKICII ESTIMATED damaged to 


the structure at about $1,500. Rodriguez 
estimated the total loss to be about 
$10,000. 


"Some things we stored in the garage 


were irreplaceable items that you can't 
set a price tag on," Rodriguez said. "We 
had to move the materials out of the 
basement because we have such a flood- 
ing problem here. 


Among the articles totally lost in the 


fire were a stamp and coin collection, a 
16mm sound projector and films, 
as- 


sorted camping equipment, a phonograph 
record collection, new snow tires and a 
heater, accordint to Rodriguez. Mrs.

Rodriguez said many records, including 
cancelled checks, were also destroyed. 


She told the Register her husband had 


built a loft in the garage to store the old 
records and articles from the basement. 
She thought whoever started the 
fire 


threw the articles down to feed the blaze. 


MANY OF THE children's toys and 


sports equipment were totally lost in the 
blaze. A swing set and shrubs located jn 
the south side of the garage were dam- 
aged by the intense heat. 


When the fire was finally discovered. 


Mrs. Rodriguez said she had just enough 
time to phone the fire department before 
the telephone wires leading to the house 
from the garage area were burned. 


"By the time we got there it was going 


pretty good." Heinrich said. 


"We are at wits end." Mrs. Rodriguez 


said. "It just makes me sick. We are 
just thankful our children were not in- 
jured." 


"I don't know what you would actually 


call this — harassment or pranks.' 
Heinrich said regarding the recent rash 
of unattributed fires in the village. "Per- 
haps the people who are setting these do 
not know what can be involved." 


A spokesman for the Bensenville police 


department said three suspects have 
been questioned regarding the four fires 
attributed to vandalism.

Grass Trash Pick Up Okd 


The Wood Dale garbage debate is final- 


ly being concluded. F. A. Burnier and his 
disposal service will pick up grass clip- 
pings, effective today, but only under the 
stipulation that the village will enforce 
its ordinance and prosecute tardy-paying 
homeowners. 


John Adamson, village administrator, 


negotiated an end to the trash debate 
when it was agreed by both council offi- 
cials and F. A. Burnier that service to 
grass clippings would be resumed imme- 
diately. 


"I got a whole list of non-payers," 


Burnier charged. "We expect the people 
to pay the bills or be prosecuted." 


Presently, Burnier has approximately 


200 overdue bills out of the 2,000 units he 
services in the village. 


ADAMSON SAID he will contact the 


nonpayers and inform them of their vio- 
lation of village ordinance 595. The ad- 
ministrators indicated the village would 
be forced to prosecute delinquent bill- 
paying homeowners and that the fine is 
not less than $10 or more than $500 for 
each day the ordinance is violated. 


The village ordinance specifies that the 


garbage bill must be paid at the end of 
the second month of a three-month quar- 
terly service. 


"We'll enforce it to the fullest extent, 


but I expect people to pay," Adamson 
said. "I don't want to take the people to 
court."

the special education fund (1968) and the 
fire prevention and safety fund (1969), 
the total tax rate for the district has in- 
creased from $1 77 per $100 valuation to 
$1 84 per SlOO valuation. 


THE WORKING CASH fund is a re- 


volving fund in which money loaned

ceptional students taxes two cents per 
MOO valuation. 


The fire prevention and safety fund 


was established to keep the school up to 
state safety standards The tax for this 
fund is five cents per $100 valuation. 


School officials have blamed the finan- 


cial problems at Fenton on the rising 
cost of education. As enrollment increas- 
es, more faculty and facilities arc needed 
to provide a full academic program. 


In 19,")7 the average ciaily attendance at 


Fenton was 637 students. It cost the dis- 
trict $331, based on day to day expenses, 
to educate each student. The average 
.salary of the 36 certified teachers was 
$4,908. 


IN iWifl Fcnton's average daily attend- 


ance \vas 1,477 and tlie cost per iuii was 
abojt si. 127. The certified teaching staff 
was increased to 9G with an average 
salary of $10.361. 


What hurts, Fonton is that while dollar- 


pcr-pupil revenue and coils have re- 
mained stable at face value, inflation 
since 19")7 has taken its toll 


It's much like the plight of a family 


whose income hasn't changed in 10 
years' the dollars are the same in num- 
ber, but not in value. 


The Dist. 100 board of education will bo 


working with a slim budget next year, 
but plans are already in the making for 
another educational fund increase to help 
implement future budgets.

Smith Blasts Proposal 


Study Housing Need 
To 


The need for a study to determine the 


housing needs in the Northwest suburbs 
has been labeled "absurd" by Thomas E. 
Smith, director of Elk Grove Village 
Community Services. 


"I think any pledge of money devoted 


to 'studying the problem' is absurd/' 
said Smith in a letter to the village board 
on the study recommendation by the Elk 
Grove Village housing task force. 


The task force last month recommend- 


ed that the housing shortage, mainly for 
low and moderate-income families, could 
best be approached if a regional study 
costing from $80,000 to $100,000 were un- 
dertaken with all communities contrib- 
uting a share. 


Smith said: 
"ALL ONE NEEDS to do is look 


around at families living in churches, 
families doubled up in residences, trail- 
ers owned with no place to park, and 
continual 'emergency situations.1 Suffice 
it to say there is a problem. 


"Anyone who suggests that there need 


be an $Bl>,000 to $100,000 study to deter- 
mine the problem is suspect of procrasti- 
nation." 


Smith has been active in the placement 


of Mexican-American families who were 
in need of housing last winter when a 
housing shortage came to the forefront 
with the death of three children in a fire 
in a substandard building in Elk Grove 
Township. 


SEVERAL OF THE 17 families then in 


need of housing have not been placed in 
permanent 
homes, including two of 


whom have been living in churches. 


In issuing a statement to the village 


board, Smith also made clear that 
though his name was attached to the re- 
port of the task force he was not a mem- 
ber of that body. He had served on a 
subcommittee, he said. 


"To create any committee or group to 


study the problem is going to delay solu- 
tion. There are committees and com- 
mittees, but there are not yet solutions,'* 
Smith said. 


"The problem is multiple, with trouble- 


some factors such as land, zoning, and 
money. But the major problem is, was, 
and will be — attitude. The question is 
simply one of whether this community 
and all those in the Northwest suburbs, 
are going to plan constructively for hous- 
ing for low and moderate income fami- 
lies; or whether we shall stand by and 
let such housing and socioeconomic con- 
ditions develop in unplanned fashion. Can 
we pass through our fears, prejudices, 
and procrastinations, and get about a 
program? "he asked. 


"THE AttKA (and it must be the area, 


not the village alone), can provide sup- 
port for public and 
private 
devel- 


opments, and not get bogged down in de- 
laying tactics and more discussions. 


"It should have happened yesterday! 


The area can plan, and do, without get- 
ting into the large urban renewal type 
projects. There can be individual and du- 
plex units, spread out, not creating a 
ghetto atmosphere. There could well be a 
village financial commitment, but not to

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Fire-Gutted Three Fountains Revisited 


by JUDY BRANDES 


American Red Crnt* volunteers and 


Rolling Meadows Police have accounted 
for all occupants of I he thrrc-story apart- 
ment building at 5201 Carriage Way 
Drive in the Three Fountains Apartment 
complex in Rolling Meadow*, three per- 
sons were taken to Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, admitted for observation, 
treated for injury and ^moke Inhalation. 
There were no fatalities. 


A table was set for dinner in the sec- 


ond floor nncl apartment at 5201 Carriage 
Way Dn\e in the Three Fountains apart- 
ment 
complex 
when 
firemen 
broke 


through the door after a four-hour battle 
with flames. 


From the outside one could see a white 


lace, floor-length tablecloth on a small 
round table in the window. There was no 
one inside The tenants, like their neigh- 
bors, had left the apartment about 8 p.m. 
when fire broke out in the first floor 
apartment below them. 


Now they are homeless The 48-unit 


apartment building was almost com- 
pletely gutted while men from four fire 
departments tried to get the fire under 
control. 


TWO SNOnKKI, TRUCKS and six 


pumpers poured more than two million 
gallons of water over the building as 
smokr. and then fire, moved from one 
end of the building to the other. 


Water ran down the pink and white 


bricks on the front of the building while 
fire engulfed the back side along Salt 
Creek. 


As the fiaht to control the fire turned 


into an attempt to put it out before ev- 
erything in the building was destroyed, 
Civil Defense units from Rolling Mead- 
ows. Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, and 


the Salvation Army came in with hot cof- 
fee, doughnuts and hamburgers for the 
weary police, firemen, volunteers and 
tenants who were waiting to find out 
what happened to their belongings. 


"There are men here who haven't been 


firemen for quite a while." Mrs. Jane 
Meyer, wife of Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said. 


Some tenants were worried about their 


cars in the underground basement. When 
most of the fire was out, the garage door 
was opened Because of the cement ceil- 
ing, water and smoke had not penetrated 
the garage enough to seriously damage 
any of the cars. 


"MY CAR IS DOWN there," Rolling 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out. though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights. 


"We'll pay for their room and board 


for three nights," Mrs. June Gunderson, 
2801 Hawk Lane in Rolling Meadows, a 
volunteer c'isaster worker, said. "By 
then most should be placed." 


Scholx Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and the one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


MANAGING AGENT for the building 


which burned Monday night is the Downs 
Mohl & Company of Chicago. 


"These three buildings were in phase 


one of Three Fountains apartments," 


Meyer said. "They were built about two 
years ago, before we passed the fire 
safety code." 


According to Meyer, there is a legal 


question of length of time the city could 
allow for bringing existing buildings up 
to minimum standards and a question of 
how much structural change the city 
could require on existing buildings. 


"I am checking with the city attorney 


and if we can do something, the council 
will have some suggestion at the next 
council meeting." 


EARLY THURSDAY morning tenants 


returned to the still smoldering building 
to retrieve the furniture and belongings 
they could perhaps salvage. 


Throughout the night, a few had come 


back from the motel to watch the fire- 
men and policemen work. Small valuable 
objects, four or five shotguns and rifles 
and several pistols were picked up by 
police and taken to the police station. 


As they wandered through the burned 


or smoke filled rooms, the civic scaven- 
gers were amazed at what was not 
burned. 


A satin-shaded lamp, white and gold 


painted chairs, a picture on the wall, an 
occasional stuffed sofa and the phone in 
the second floor end apartment was ring- 
ing. 


Some Lost All in Blaze 
v_. 


The back of three buildings in Three 


Fountain* Apartmcnt.s looks onto a wind- 
ins, shady section of Salt Creek. 


There i> no fire door dividing the third 


floor into sections, so the young singles 
and couples have had a chance to get to 
know each other in the eight to 10 
months they have lived in Three Foun- 
tains 


Monday night the group had been go- 


ing back and forth among their apart- 
ments after dinner. When the fire broke 
out. they were separated, but an hour 
later, they had regrouped near the creek 
to keep ;m eye on their apartment units. 


"There it EOCS." Jim Wanek said as 


the fire broke through the fourth floor 
storage room roof. "Everyone said it

The Way We See It 
Legalize Abortion 


It is time for Illinois to reform its 


law on abortion. 


That move already is under way 


in the General Assembly, where 
the House Judiciary Committee 
has passed two bills which are the 
essence of good abortion legisla- 
tion. 


Both bills would permit any 


woman to have an abortion for any 
reason, so long as it was per- 
formed in the first 20 weeks of 
pregnancy, and by a licensed doc- 
tor in a licensed hospital. After the 
first 20 weeks, abortion would be 
allowed only if it could be proven 
the mother's health would be im- 
paired in giving birth, or that the 
child would be retarded. 


The essential difference between 


the two bills is that one — spon- 
sored by Rep. Bernard B. Wolfe, 
D-Chicago — would create an act 
making abortions legal, while the 
other — sponsored by Rep. Leland 
H. Rayson, D-Tinley Park — 
would simply remove the crime of 
abortion from the books, except in 
those cases where it was not per- 
formed by a licensed doctor. 


Either approach is acceptable. 


The important thing is for Illinois 
to get abortion reform on the 
books. There is ample demonstra- 
tion that the state's current ap- 
proach is antiquated, not only in 
allowing abortion only in ex- 
tremely restricted medical cases, 


but also In treating abortion as a 
crime, instead of recognizing the 
deep human problem it can be. 


The General Assembly has balk- 


ed before when abortion reform 
has come out of committee, most 
recently last year. This time, it 
must act. 


We do not take this position casu- 


ally, or easily. We are keenly 
aware of, and deeply respect, the 
strong moral and religious argu- 
ments against abortion. 


But we feel just as keenly that 


the decision for an abortion is a 
matter between the individual 
woman and her physician. 


And we feel that those holding 


moral and religious objections to 
abortion do not have the right to 
impose those beliefs on all citizens 
through civil law. They are free to 
counsel anyone to hold their reli- 
gious and moral restrictions, but in 
the end it must be a matter of indi- 
vidual conscience. 


The specific arguments in favor 


of liberalized abortion are well 
known, and chief among them is 
the physical danger created by 
forcing women to retreat to back 
alleys and basements to submit to 
abortions performed by hacks, 
charlatans and worse. 


There is no measure of the men- 


tal danger, the anguish of women 
facing an unwanted pregnancy, es- 
pecially in cases of rape. 


And there is no measure of the 


damage to the unwanted child, 
brought into the world without 
choice or love, facing the possi- 
bility of rejection all through life. 


We recognize that opponents of 


abortion reform will argue that lib- 
eralizing abortion will encourage 
sexual promiscuity. To that, we 
can only say that we too are 
against promiscuity, but it doesn't 
change our feeling of what is the 
right and proper law. 


Two disturbing side elements 


have been introduced into the abor- 
tion debate. One is Senate Majority 
Leader W. Russell Arlington's dec- 
laration that the senate will not 
consider any bills not relating to 
fiscal matters this session. The oth- 
er is the passage by the Constitu- 
tional Convention's bill of tights 
committee of a due process-equal 
protection section that could pre- 
clude any abortion law. 


Arrington, to put it simply, 


should change his mind and recog- 
nize the need for an exception on 
this critical and controversial leg- 
islation. Con-Con, we hope, will 
recognize that it has no business 
approving any section that would 
prevent abortion reform, and over- 
turn the committee's action. 


The only path to be followed now 


should be a single-minded one by 
the General Assembly: to pass a 
law making abortion safe, legal 
and free of choice.

This I tend to believe is not true. Their 


home* appear quite well kept and cer- 
tainly do not detract from the typical 
suburban image maintained throughout 


the village. 


THEIR PRINCIPLE seems to be that 


their souls cannot be bought for $11,000, 
even though they don't have the $11,000. 
Annexation, on the other hand, which 
would also provide them fire protection, 
has gotten to be a dirty word, besides the 
fact that it also costs money. 


Now where does this place the village 


officials, or whoever it is that is causing 
the squeeze? Right smack dab up against 
their own wall of principle — which ap- 
pears to be, "Protect our own because 
it's their money we are protecting them 
with." 


Now that doesn't seem to be such a 


bad principle. Then again, neither did 
the homeowners' principle appear so 
evil. 


Which leaves us with homeowners, vil- 


lage officials, no fire protection, fire pro- 
tection, a lot of hot air, and two prin- 
ciples back-to-back. 


The solution seems quite simple. Take 


the first four ingredients, clear out the 
hot air, turn the people and the prin- 
ciples face-to-face and begin that very 
difficult task called COMPROMISE. 


stupid to endorse anarchy. 


B E I N G AGAINST pollution is a 


"people" cause, like civil rights. Every- 
one in a democracy believes that every- 
one ought to have the privilege to vote — 
do we not set the dangerous precedent of 
selectivity of right? 
if we condemn equality before the law, 


By the same reasoning, pollution is a 


simple issue: any pollution must be con- 
demned as wrong, on the grounds of 
precedent and negative effect on the fu- 
ture of mankind; i.e., selectivity of the 
simple right to breathe clean air and 
drink clean water. 


What makes the recent flurry of activi- 


ty somewhat alarming is that it has be- 
come a sort of fad, an issue of great 
popularity. 


It was not many years ago that the 


general populace either rejected or was 
at least apathetic to the warnings of con- 
servationists banded together in large 
groups or small, on a variety of fronts. 


The Sierra Club, for example, preach- 


ed preservation of natural resources, but 
they were generally regarded as a crowd 
of noisy nuts from the West Coast. 


Closer to home, a minority shrilly 


spoke out against the use of DDT in the 
Great Dutch Elm War. They were dis- 
missed as nothing more than a few bird- 
watchers. 


NOW. OF COURSE, a sort of hysteria 


has swept the land, and it has been a 
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prime objective to poke about the coun- 
tryside, shriek at the discovery of some- 
thing impure, and march about demand- 
ing correction. 


Conservationists have been hoping for 


this sort of wave, and justly so. ft is 
about time that steps be taken to correct 
deficiencies in our environment, and to 
be aware of the consequences of individ- 
ual carelessness. 


It is to be hoped, however, that the fad 


will not conceive yet another layer of bu- 
reaucracy, spawned by thousand* of 
"concerned citizens" group*, or wane 
quickly when initial emotions are ipent 
and another fad is found. 


Pollution is a noble cause, and should 


not be cheapened by a wave of hysteria.

Vietnam, all ears were turned to what 
former President Jobnioo would have to 
say. 


Television coverage of the speech Fri- 


day night, as well as newspaper cov- 
erage on Saturday, concentrated on 
Johnaon't plea to the nation to rapport 
President Nixon. 


That was understandable. When • for- 


mer President often comment* on what 
the current President is doing, it'i «i|- 
nlficant news and the decision by John- 
ton to support Nixon and its *ub*equent 
coverage should have made even Agnew 
happy. 


BUT THERE WAS another story in the 


Conrad Hilton Hotel last Friday, and I 
raspoet it wa* a story that existed, but 
was never told, during Johnson'* five 
year* in the Whit* House. 


I also suspect a similar story exists 


now, during Nixon's term, but I haven't 
beard it yet either. 


The story is a simple one — it's the 


human aide of the President of the 
United States. 


Last Friday night, which was the first 


time I covered a cpeech by LBJ, I was 
amazed by the warmth, humor and sin- 
cerity he projected. 


When the papers the next day reported 


•bout his support of President Nixon, the 
(lories were about one institution, a for- 
mer President, backing another in- 
stitution, the current President. 


YOU DIDN'T READ about the Jokes 


told by Johnson, or hi* story about re- 
turning to Washington and finding tilings 
a lot different... with lights on all over 
the White House. 


Nor did you read that Johnson said be 


was taking up a new bobby, like many 
other former Presidents, painting . . . 


and that so far he's painted one barn and 
two chicken coops. 


You had to be there Friday night to 


hear LBJ speak of Mayor Daley and say, 
"Some cities have skinnier mayors ..." 
and have all 7,000 people, including the 
pudgy Daley, in stitches. 


It's unfortunate that radio and tele- 


vision and newspapers only have a cer- 
tain amount of time and space available. 


BECAUSE OF THE limitations, they 


must condense and they must pick out 
the significant. Sorry to say, the signifi- 
cant things in the news generally don't 
include the human side of the news- 
makers. 


Perhaps if they did, perhaps if people 


could look at the President, or the Black 
Panthers, or Sen. Ted Kennedy, or the 
other people who are looked upon as in- 
stitutions rather than humans, and see 
real live people with strengths and weak- 
nesses, the world would be a lot more

Even Vice President Agnew must have

Like a procession through the winding 


corridors of a vast building, some 300 
residents of Arlington Heights treked 
through the village last Sunday and put 
their feet and energy on the line for a 
cause. 


It started quietly enough. A group of 


high school students met after school one 
day to try and duplicate an experience 
some of them shared last year and could 
not forget. 


They started planning another Hunger 


Hike, a march that would recreate at 
least in spirit the 1969 Hunger Hike 
through the Northwest suburbs, which 
collected thousands of dollars for relief 
programs throughout the world. 


THIS YEAR'S effort was aimed at ob-

Some stopped 
along the way to change their shoes or to 
rub their aching feet.

CROSSING KIRCHOFF Road, the last 


street they would have to cross, their 
eyes brightened and some began to run. 
They arrived breathlessly and gave their 
crumpled pieces of paper to the adults 
behind the table. 


Everyone had a piece of paper. They 


were dirty and torn, but they were the 
proof. To show everyone that they had 
walked the full 15 miles. 


Every one of the marchers made the

Back when post cards were just a pen- 


ny. Mrs. Virgil Horath of Arlington 
Heights became a member of the Cook 
County Homcmakers. That was in 1948 
when the club was only eight years old 
and originally named the Cook County 
Home Bureau. 


Today, 22 years later, she is still an 


active member. That alone is merit for 
one gold star. Yet, Mrs. Horath is in line 
for additional glory. In 22 years she has 
not missed one monthly meeting. Her 
neat chronological stack of saved pro- 
grams could stand as state's evidence. 


"I've learned a lot from the Homemak- 


ers," said Mrs. Hora'h. "Most of all. I've 
learned to be able to talk to groups." she 
added In recalling her own presentations 
before the club. 


"I'VE ALSO LEARNED a lot about 


clothes and jewelry. It used to be we 
were told to put all the jewelry on you 
want; then take two pieces off. That was 
before people started wearing rings on 
every finger," she laughed. 


"We were also told what colors you 


should and should not wear with your 
hair and skin color. Yet that was before 
women began wearing wigs every day." 


Glancing through many of the old les- 


sons and programs from the '50s and 
early '60s emphasizes our modern house- 
hold advancement. Some items really ap- 
pear outdated and useless: like learning 
how to retie a window weight and rou- 
tines for efficient housework . . . without 
all the modern appliances and time sav- 
ers.

Dr. E. A. Bailiff, vice president for en- 


gineering at an appliance-making com- 
pany (Whirlpool), told of the woman at a 
meeting of the National Safety Congress. 


She is typical of the "somebody" he 


referred to in the following statement: 


"Despite all our efforts to avoid h... 


somebody, somewhere . . . win nnd ;i 
way to hurt himself with that product 
we've worked so hard to make safe." 


That aside. Bailiff said tomorrow's 


home appliances will be safer than to- 
day's. 


"FIRST. THEY WILL be safer be- 


cause of new materials," he said. "Non- 
conductive materials in place of metal, 
better insulation to keep heat where it 
belongs, longer lasting wiring insulation, 
non-combustible materials to further re- 
duce tho possibility of fire." 


The appliances of tomorrow also will 


take greater electrical componentry and 
control devices. There will be solid state 
controls and integrated circuitry. 


This will pay off in better, more de- 


pendable controls and sensors, virtually 
immune to the ravages of heat, moisture 
and corrosion. This will also mean a 
minimum it moving parts to wear out 
and fewer pesky connections to come un- 
done.

and most important of all, a real sense of 
urgency to do something about it. 


"And, since, in my opinion, safety is 


more a stale of mind than anything else, 
I don't see how it can help but flourish in 
an environment where nearly everybody 
is concerned about it — and sincerely 
motivated to do something about it." 


BUT WHAT ABOUT persons like the 


plump lady who stands on the oven door, 
hurting herself when it fails to hold her 
up? 


Well, Bailiff thinks tomorrow there 


may be even fewer accidents of that 
type. 


That's because consumers have begun 


to accept the reality that virtually all 
products present certain inherent risks 
for the user . . . and to take some pre- 
cautions. 


Barriers Are Coming Down

VATICAN CITY (UPD—From tele- 


phone operators 
to "doctors of the 


church," women for the first time are 
finding a place in the traditionally man's 
world of the Vatican. 


The Vatican yearbook for 1970 lists 43 


women employes of the Roman Curia, 
the central government of the Roman 
Catholic Church. And despite St. Paul's 
biblical admonition that women "keep si- 
lent," prelates now accept the advice of 
women on many matters affecting the 
distaff side, such as the administration of 
religious congregations. 


Pope Paul VI has done more than any 


of his predecessors to better the status of 
women. He recently signed a decree 
naming two saints, Teresa of Avila and 
Catherine of Siena, as the first women 
doctors of the church, a title reserved for 
the greatest teachers of Catholic doc- 
trine. There are only 30 doctors, in- 
cluding St. Augustine and St. Thomas 
Aquinas. 


ON A PRACTICAL level, the Pope re- 


portedly has authorized nuns to take over 
the Vatican telephone switchboard, now 
run by lay brothers.

time in history. He brought women into 
the curia. 


He gave women a role in the Catholic 


liturgy, 
although many conservative 


churchmen would agree with Dr. Samuel 
Johnson's

preaching is like a dog's walking on his 
hind legs. It is not done well. But you 
are surprised to find it done at all." 


Nonetheless, a reform of the mass now 


being introduced throughout the world 
permits women to read gospel passages 
in church, provided they do it from out- 
side the altar precinct. And as an ex- 
ception, a few senior nuns are allowed to 
distribute consecrated communion wa- 
fers in areas where priests are scarce. 


Most of the women working for the 


curia hold jobs in agencies set up as a 
result of the Ecumenical Council, such as 
the Pontifical Commission Justice and 
Peace or the Council of the Laity. Tradi- 
tional old congregations, such as that for 
the Doctrine of the Faith, the former 
Holy Office, still are male bastions. 


The highest-ranking woman staff mem- 


ber of the curia is a diminutive Austra- 
lian, Miss Rosemary Goldie, who is un- 
dersecretary of the Council of the Laity. 
She came to the job three years ago af- 
ter many years of church service. 


"What makes things easier for me is 


that this is a completely new agency and 
I was with it from the beginning," she 
said. "It was not as though I had entered 
a congregation where centuries of tradi- 
tion and habit would be disrupted by a 
woman's presence." 


THE VATICAN IS a tradition-minded 


institution that has been slow to accept 
the equality of women in modern society 
in part because this has been a late de- 
velopment in Italy. There still are con- 


siderable limits to what a woman can do 
in the church. 


She may never be ordained. When the 


Dutch Pastoral 
Council, representing 


clergy and laity, voted in January in fa- 
vor of women becoming priests, the Vati- 
can newspaper L'Osservatore Romano 
said the priesthood is open only to men 
because that was the way Christ wanted 
it. 


Occasionally there are instances of dis- 


crimination which critics blame on anti- 
feminism. For example, when West Ger- 
many wanted to send Mrs. Elisabeth 
Mueller, a first secretary of its trade 
mission to Poland, as counselor of its 
embassy to the Holy See, the Vatican re- 
plied it was usual to appoint only men to 
such a higli post. 


But barriers like these are rapidly 


coming down.

Ideally, he says, the best social envi-

tastes and preferences'" 


If retirement means relocation, cli- 


mate of the new home must be of major 
consideration, says Dickinson. There is 
no Mich thing as a "perfect" climate.

homes, factories and shopping centers 
push them bark. 


I've written before of my slough, a 


tiny, marshy depression left by chance 
immediately nest to a busy highway 
nwth of Lake Zurich. Occasionally it 
floods, from heavy snow or spring rain, 
and stays under water through the sum- 
mer. 


When that happens, it becomes home 


to an amazing variety of wildlife, as last 
summer when it hosted a mtiskrat. sev- 
eral broods of redwing blackbirds, a pair 
of blue-winged teal, a pair of mallards 
iwhich, in mid-summer, brought forth 
nine dticktimisi. and a profusion of frogs, 
drnuonflies and lesser insects. Pheasants 
and crows, tliouuh they didn't live there, 
also occasionally came to drink at its 
edne Anil all this barely 100 yards from 
my front door 


This year, tin- mallards are back, and 


the blackbirds, frogs and draponflies. I 
have not seen the muskrat. and no teal 
have stayed, though many have stopped 
in migration. So too. the other evening, 
did several Canada geese, filling the air 
at iltisk with a plaintive, almost eerie. 
honking. 


Thrre are dt-i-r nearby, loo. I know. 


because I have seen them — one eve- 
niim. on a mad not a mile from my 
house, a buck and two doe* leaping 
across In front of my car: and early one 
ntnrnini!. at the very etljw of Route 12. 
l«n dors hrmvsinv where Marchctti's 
restaurant now docs a thriving business. 


If you have any interest at all in wild- 


life, in nature still in its natural state, 
you have only to po a short distance 
from the suburban complex and look 
•round. 


It's a major reason why I live where I 


do. close enough for a reasonable1 drive 
to work, far enough so I can still appre- 
ciate the spread of open land, the full 
magnitude of a sunny morning, the flour- 
ish of trees and wildflowers. and always 
that life underfoot, on the water and in 
the air. 


I am reminded of a walk I took in late 


spring, a bright and clear afternoon with 
wet snow in heavy patches all around. I 
walked a half-mile from my house to an 
abandoned farm up the road, where 
some of our citizens had burned off the 
buildings md dumped junk cars and 
kitchen trash. 


The cars and trash had been hauled 


off. and nature was fast at work healing 
herself. The blackbirds and gracklcs had 
returner), and chirped in clusters in the 
farmyard's surviving trees. A crow flew 
in. unaware of the human presence, and 
roosted as a sentinel high in one tree. 
Underfoot everywhere were the tracks of 
field mice and sparrows, scratching in 
the snow for bits of food. 


Only the stone foundation remained of 


the barn, and brush already had begun 
closing it in. A flock of mourning doves 
burst out, and whirred away. The fresh 
tracks of a pheasant led around the foun- 
dation, and a huge rooster — crouching 
until he could stand it no longer — 
flushed in fear and sailed off into a near- 
by stand of corn. 


Rabbit tracks criscrnssril the farm- 


yard, and at the edge, one track emli-il 
abruptly. His blood tinting the snow, the 
rabbit lay dead, unmistakably the victim 
of a hawk. The hawk had fed. and now 
the scratching* in the snow revealed that 
the crows had found the remains,and had 
been in to scavenge. 


The land sloped down from the farm- 


yard to a marsh, where water stood 
fresh from the thaw. Ducks — mallards 
and goldeneye — already had gathered, 
and scattered at man's approach. 


The walk took perhaps half an hour, 


and revealed possibly only a fraction of 
the roles being played out there. 


This has been an 
especially good 


spring, the abundance of snow and rai 
pushing the grasses, cattails and trees 
into heavy green growth, and leaving 
pockets of water in every low spot. 


There are more ducks here now than 


I've ever seen before, and I have a 
vague feeling of what the Canadian wet- 
lands must be like in nesting season. In 
one spot alone, over the weekend, I saw 
mallards, teal, wood ducks and pintails. 


All of this is barely 10 miles from the 


edge of the suburbs, and 1 understand 
the developers will be up here in the next 
year or two.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) - As a 


county assessor, Dr. Irene Hickman has 
set the local establishment on its ear a 
couple of times. 


Now she proposes to do the same for 


the whole State of California with a revo- 
lutionary sounding plan to levy property 
tax on the land and nothing else. 


Actually, the idea of abolishing taxes 


on all homes, business buildings and per- 
sonal property and heavily taxing the 
land itself has been around for 90 years. 
But Mrs. Hickman, now Sacramento 
County assessor, proposes to write it into 
the law of California. 


An immediate result of any change like 


this would be a slash of 25 to 40 per cent 
in property taxes now paid by most 
homeowners — and large increases for 
others. 


The purpose of Mrs. Hickman's propos- 


al is to eliminate slums, increase em- 
ployment and end speculation. She and 


her White Hat Committee for Tax Re- 
form have the difficult task of obtaining 
520,000 signatures, at a cost of $260,000, 
by June to qualify their initiative for the 
November ballot. 


Mrs. Hickman first upset the political 


status quo in 1966 when she defeated an 
incumbent assessor who she said under- 
taxed the wealthy. 


In 1968, by denouncing land specula- 


tors, she polled 60 per cent of the vote in 
turning back a recall effort backed by 
both daily newspapers. 


This popular support came in spite of 


some eccentricities, 
for a politician, 


which she never conceals. She is an oste- 
opath who believes m extrasensory per- 
ception and reincarnation and who once 
tried LSD. 


The theory of the land tax is that 


weathy speculators now withhold land 
from proper use. It pays for investors to 
own slums because their land value is 
skyrocketing while their taxes remain 
low. 


House Unit OKs 
Housing Measure 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman's bill 


to tighten standards for migrant housing 
in Illinois was approved 14-1 by the Illi- 
nois House public welfare committee last 
week. 


Schlickman, a Republican from Arling- 


ton Heights, introduced the bill to bring 
Illinois standards in line with stricter 
federal standards and make it possible 
for Illinois farmers to recruit farm labor- 
ers through interstate employment ser- 
vices. 


The only opponent to the bill, which 


now will go to the floor of the House of 
Representatives, was State Rep. Robert 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge. 


ILLINOIS HAS been banned from us- 


ing the interstate employment service to 
recruit agricultural workers since 1969, 
when stiffer federal standards for mi- 


grant housing went into effect. Since that 
time, every midwest state except Illinois 
has amended its state laws to match or 
exceed the federal standards. 


Schlickman introduced the bill in the 


spring General Assembly session after it 
was requested at an Elk Grove Village 
migrant housing meeting attended by 
representatives of the Illinois Migrant 
Council and the state department of la- 
bor. 


The bill was amended to committee to 


make the tougher housing standards ef- 
fective on all new construction beginning 
in January, 1971, Existing dwellings 
would have to match the new state stan- 
dards by January, 1973. 


The Cook County Farm Bureau and 


state agricultural spokesmen opposed the 
bill in the public welfare committee 
hearing.

And with current taxes on improve- 


m e n t s , the government creates a 
needless obstacle to replacement of de- 
caying and obsolete structures. 


But with a heavy land tax, the slum 


owner is forced either to erect new build- 
ings or sell to somebody who will In- 
vestors could no longer hold off the mar- 
ket vast acreages of potential residential 
areas. 


And homeowners, farmers and busi- 


nessmen would not be "penalized" by 
taxes for improving their properties with 
new construction. 


"There has been such a tremendous 


price boom. that people can't use the 
land," Mrs. Hickman says. She behe\es 
the boom may trigger a depression 
which "will make the last one look 
little." 


"I have known for 28 years that pover- 


ty can be eliminated from the earth." 
she says. "This pursues me like the ad- 
diction of the most hardened addict " 


Mrs. Hickman's ideas derive from 


Henry George, author of the 1879 eco- 
nomic classic, "Progress and Poverty " 
George, a San Francisco newspaper edi- 
tor and later a strong mayoral contender 
in New York, advocated taxes only on 


land, a "single tax " 


He said "taxation of what man produc- 


es is immoral and destroys his in- 
centive "

mentary school districts underlying Lake 
Park High School Dist. 108 plan to re- 
view the report made by the special 
committee studying aspects of school dis- 
trict consou'dation and make further rec- 
ommendations. 


The group of residents and board 


members who met at Lake Park Thurs- 
day night to hear the committee's pre- 
sentation generally agreed they didn't 
have enough information to make a con- 
clusion about consolidation. 


More information about the education- 


al advantages and disadvantages of con- 
solidation will be investigated, and pre- 
sented to the boards. 


Introductory remarks by committee 


chairman David Buser, of the Keeney- 
ville Dist. 20 informed the group of the 
two methods of consolidation — unit dis- 
tricts and co-terminous districts. 


He said a unit district combines all the 


elementary schools and the high school 
under one school board and superintend- 
ent while a co-terminous district would 
mean 
unification of all 
elementary 


boards within Lake Park. The new ele- 
mentary district would then share the 
same superintendent with the high school 
but have a different school board. 


A STUDY OF ENROLLMENT (rends 


by Donald Bessey, Roselle School Dist. 
12, showed that if unified, enrollment in 
grades K-8 would be numerically con- 
sistent with each grade having about 400 
students. 


Bessey's report projected a 100 per 


cent growth in elementary school enroll- 
ment in the 20 square mile area covered 
by Dist. 108 by 1975. 


"We'll need 130 more classrooms or 


double what we have now by 1975 to ac- 
commodate the added enrollment," Bes- 
sey said. 


Edwin Peck, another Dist. 12 board 


member making the report of the finance 
committee said taxpayers of Dist. 108 
could save $226,700 collectively if the ele- 
mentary districts were consolidated. 


State aid would be increased but by 


less than $200,000 after consolidation. Op- 
eration of a co-terminous district, ac- 
cording to Peck's report would cost less. 


Each area would have the same educa- 


tional tax rate if consolidated but would 
have to pay off their own bonded in- 
debtedness. 


draft of the park appropriation for 1970- 
71 will be presented at the May 18 park 
board meeting. 


Davies stressed that action on the ap- 


propriation can be taken anytime during 
the first quarter of the fiscal year which 
began May 1.

The back of three buildings in Three 


Fountains Apartments looks onto a wind- 
in 
1,:, shady .section of Salt Creek. 
There i.< no fire door dividing the third 


floor into sections, so the young singles 
and couples have had a chance to get to 
knou each other in the eight to 10 
months they have lived in Three Foun- 
tains. 


Monday niaht the group had been go- 


inu biick and forth among their apart- 
ments after dinner. When the fire broke 
out. they were separated, but an hour 
later, they had regrouped near the creek 
to keep an eye on their apartment units. 


"There it pocs." Jim Wanek said as 


the fire broke through the fourth floor 
storage room roof. "Everyone said it 
was a waste of money to get fire and 
theft insurance." 


"My fiance was in the apartment 


across the hall," Leon Newberg, Wanek's 
roommate said. "I opened the door and 
felt the heat, and then I heard her 
screaming in the other apartment." 


LEON CROSSED THE hall and groped 


until he found his fiance in the other 
apartment. They closed the door and 
went out on the balcony to wait for help. 


"We're just going to have to start 


over," Gary Peterson said. He and his 
wife, Glenda. had some furniture, but 
most of it was lost in the fire. 


The flames spread down to the second 


floor. 


"I guess we better move back," Wanek 


said. As the little crowd stepped back 
from the creek and the building, firemen 
dragging hoses came around the end of 
the building. 


AN ORDER TO move back was rein- 


forced by a shower of water from the 
snorkel hose now positioned above the 
burning building, 


"I guess they're going to work on the 


back now." Wanek said as the little 
crowd dispersed. They stayed at the 
Holiday Inn or with relatives Monday 
night. 


lace, floor-length tablecloth on a small 
round table in the window. There was no 
one inside. The tenants, like their neigh- 
bors, had left the apartment about 8 p.m. 
when fire broke out in the first floor 
apartment below them. 


Now they are homeless. The 48-unit 


apartment building was almost com- 
pletely gutted while men from four fire 
departments tried to get the fire under 
control. 


TWO SNORKEL TRUCKS and 
six 


pumpers poured more than two million 
gallons of water over the building as 
smoke, and then fire, moved from one 
end of the building to the other. 


Water ran down the pink and white 


bricks on the front of the building while 
fire engulfed the back side along Salt 
Creek. 


As the fight to control the fire turned 


into an attempt to put it out before ev- 
erything in the building was destroyed, 
Civil Defense units from Rolling Mead- 
ows, Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, and 
the Salvation Army came in with hot cof- 
fee, doughnuts and hamburgers for the 
weary police, firemen, volunteers and 
tenants who were waiting to find out 
what happened to their belongings. 


"There are men here who haven't been 


firemen for quite a while," Mrs. Jane 
Meyer, wife of Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said. 


Some tenants were worried about their 


cars in the underground basement. When 
most of the fire was out, the garage door 
was opened. Because of the cement ceil- 
ing, water and smoke had not penetrated 
the garage enough to seriously damage 
any of the cars. 


"MY CAB IS DOWN there," Rolling 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out, though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights. 


"We'll pay for their room and board 


for three nights," Mrs. June Gunderson, 
2801 Hawk Lane in Rolling Meadows, a 
volunteer disaster worker, said. "By 
then most should be placed." 


Scholz Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and the one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


MANAGING AGENT for the building 


which burned Monday night is the Downs 
Mohl & Company of Chicago. 


"These three buildings were in phase 


one of Three Fountains apartments," 
Meyer said. "They wore built about two 
years ago, before we passed the fire 
safety code." 


According to Meyer, there is a legal 


question of length of time the city could 
allow for bringing existing buildings up 
to minimum standards and a question of 
how much structural change the city 
could require on existing buildings. 


"I am checking with the city attorney 


and if we can do something, the council 
will have some suggestion at the next 
council meeting." 


EARLY THURSDAY morning tenants 


returned to the still smoldering building 


to retrieve the furniture and belongings 
they could perhaps salvage. 


Throughout the night, a few had come 


back from the motel to watch the fire- 
men and policemen work. Small valuable 
objects, four or five shotguns and rifles 
and several pistols were picked up by 
police and taken to the police station. 


As they wandered through the burned 


or smoke filled rooms, the civic scaven- 
gers were amazed at what was not 
burned. 


A satin-shaded lamp, white and gold 


painted chairs, a picture on the wall, an 
occasional stuffed sofa and the phone in 
the second floor end apartment was ring- 
ing.

A 18-year-old Wheeling High School 


girl has been kicked out of school for the 
remainder of the school year — but she 
lias not been expelled. 


The High School Dist. 214 board, after 


a three-hour expulsion hearing last night, 
rejected, by a 4-2 vote, a motion to expel 
the student. 


However, by the same vote the board 


accepted a three-point plan which will ef- 
fectively keep the girl off the school's 
campus until September. 


The plan requires the girl, if she enters 


the school grounds, to be accompanied 
by a parent and have the permission of 
the school administration. Second, the 
district will set up a homebound program 
(tutoring) to aid the girl. 


Third, the girl is to be readmitted at 


the beginning of the fall semester. 


The six board members present (Rich- 


ard Stanim of Mount Prospect was ab- 
sent'. Supt. Dr. Edward Gilbert and a 
school attorney went into the closed ses- 
sion at K-O.J p.m. At 11:25. they emerged 
and continued the open session. 


Jack Costcllo. who was grim-faced and 


quiet, moved to expel the student. Cos- 
lello and new member Joseph Schiffauer 
voted "yes": board members Richard 
Bachhtibcr, Arthur Aronson. Raymond 
Erickson and Mrs. Leah Cummins, voted 
"no." 


On the second motion, to set up the 


three-point plan, the vote was also 4-2. 
The decision was later reviewed by the

Teachers Waited, Too

A News Analysis 


Reporters and administrators weren't 


the only ones watching Monday night to 
see if Dist. 214 would expel a 16-year-old 
Wheeling High School student. 


A group of about 15 teachers from Elk 


Grove High School waited for two hours 
for the board to leave the expulsion hear- 
ing and vote on the girl's case. 


The teachers, who left 
individually 


about an hour before the decision was 
reached, were concerned not about the 
girls' specific misdeed, but about the 
amount of backing faculty 
discipline 


would receive from the board. 


IT IS NO SECRET that some faculty 


members believe the High School Dist. 
214 board is "soft" on discipline. The 
teachers present last night indicated that 
concern. 


A recent example of public concern 


was the question of smoking on school 
property. In a heated meeting over a 
month ago board member Jack Costello 
argued strongly that teachers are not 
getting support from the board in dis- 
ciplining students. 


And several teachers stated Monday 


night that the reputation for backing 
teachers of the present board is rather 
low throughout the teaching ranks in the 
district. 


It is not clear at this time what impact 


last night's decision will have. Although 
the board rejected expulsion, it did ap- 


prove another measure which keeps the 
girl, who is facing criminal charges, off 
school property unless accompanied by a 
parent. It's virtually the same punish- 
ment as expulsion, but less stigma is at- 
tached. 


However, it is unclear whether the 


board's decision will be regarded by 
some as a "cop-out," another failure to 
back teachers in disciplining students. 


And the question of discipline may ap- 


pear at Monday night's board meeting, 
when board members will confront the 
persistent problem of teenage smoking 
on and off Prospect High School proper- 
ty. 


A WEEK AGO, concerned persons 


from the Prospect area1 presented a peti- 
tion to the board protesting smoking and 
rowdy students on private property near 
Prospect property. 


It appears that neither students nor 


teachers want the teachers to play the 
role of policemen. And the Prospect ad- 
ministration initially proposed a smoking 
area. 


So, with pressure from all sides, and 


with the discipline decision Monday night 
in the background, the board will decide 
whether to go with an on-campus area or 
to maintain the ban on on-campus smok- 
ing. 


At any rate, the parents, teachers, ad- 


ministrators and students will be present 
in great numbers. They're all concerned 
about yet another decision which in- 
volves discipline. 


one inside. The tenants, like their neigh- 
bors, had left the apartment about 8 p.m. 
when fire broke out in the first floor 
apartment below them. 


Now they are homeless. The 48-unit 


apartment building was almost com- 
pletely gutted while men from four fire 
departments tried to get the fire under 
control. 


TWO SNORKEL TRUCKS and 
six 


pumpers poured more than two million 
gallons of water over the building as 
smoke, and then fire, moved from one 
end of the building to the other. 


Water ran down the pink and white 


bricks on the front of the building while 
fire engulfed the back side along Salt 
Creek. 


As the fight to control the fire turned 


into an attempt to put it out before ev- 
erything in the building was destroyed, 
Civil Defense units from Rolling Mead- 
ows, Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, and 
the Salvation Army came in with hot cof- 
fee, doughnuts and hamburgers for the 
weary police, firemen, volunteers and 
tenants who were waiting to find out 
what happened to their belongings. 


"There are men here who haven't been 


firemen for quite a while," Mrs. Jane 
Meyer, wife of Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said. 


Some tenants were worried about their 


cars in the underground basement. When 
most of the fire was out, the garage door 
was opened. Because of the cement ceil- 
ing, water and smoke had not penetrated 
the garage enough to seriously damage 
any of the cars. 


"MY CAR IS DOWN there," Rolling 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out, though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights. 


"We'll pay for their room and board 


for three nights," Mrs. June Gunderson, 
2801 Hawk Lane in Rolling Meadows, a 
volunteer disaster worker, said. "By 
then most should be placed." 


Scholz Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and the one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


'Scotch' Plans 
For Apartments 


Plans to build an apartment complex 


in Wheeling similar to the Three Foun- 
tains Apartments in Rolling Meadows at 
which there have been two major fires in 
the last year, have been changed, the 
Herald learned yesterday. 


The complex, named Wheeling Royale 


Apartments and located at 1000 McHenry 
Road, received planned development zon- 
ing from the village last fall. 


At zoning hearings and at a pre-appli- 


eation conference with the village's plan 
commissioner, Fred Lutz of Lvitz Con- 
struction Co. in Deerfield 
told board 


members that 256 one and two-bedroom 
apartments built from plans similar to 
those used in Three Fountains would be 
constructed on the Wheeling site. 


LUTZ SAID yesterday, however, that 


his contract with the property seller has 
since been cancelled and that his firm 
will not be building any apartments on 
the site. 


Lutz said that as far as he knows, no 


definite plans for development of the 
project have been made by the property 
owner as yet. 


The village has not yet seen a prelimi- 


nary plat on the project. 


Both preliminary plats must be ap- 


proved by the plan commission and vil- 
lage board before the project can be 
built.

Suffice 
it to say there is a problem. 


"Anyone who suggests that there need 


be an $80,000 to $100,000 study to deter- 
mine the problem is suspect of procrasti- 
nation." 


Smith has been active in the placement 


of Mexican-American families who were 
in need of housing last winter when a 
housing shortage came to the forefront 


Ask Suburban Eviction Help 


Following o rebuff from the Chicago 


Police Department, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police have turned to the subur- 
ban municipal police forces for support 
during evictions of residents failing to 
meet contract buyers agreements. 


A letter has been mailed to most of the 


municipal forces by Bernard Carey, Dep- 
uty Director of the State Department of

Carey charged in his letter that the 


Chicago police's refusal to assist the 
county was, "an obvious political deci- 
sion by Mayor Daley to embarrass the 
sheriff. In reality it endangered the lives 
of the sheriff's policemen as well as the 
angry citizens protesting the evictions." 


HOWEVER, Carey said he believed the 


Chicago police would respond to their 
call in a dire emergency despite Daley's 
orders. "They are policemen and could 
not ignore their duty." 


Carey is also confident the municipal 


forces will recognize their duty to the 
county." During the past three and a 
half years, Sheriff Joseph Woods has 
never hesitated to respond immediately 
when any police chief in the county 
needed help." 


The exact means of support have not 


been clarified by Carey, because, "it 
would have to be determined by the sher- 
iff in a particular situation." 


The evictions this week have not neces- 


sitated pulling patrolmen 
from 
their 


beats in the northwest suburbs. However, 
one day last week, only two men were 


left in the Niles station while the rest of 
the force participated in the evictions. 


THE NILES station is the center of the 


northern Cook County beat. Six cars pa- 
trol unincorporated areas north of the 
Eisenhower Expressway and west of El- 
gin, during one shift. 


According to Patrolman Roger Hold at 


the Niles station, the county force has to 
call another town for help at least four 
time a week because of their low man- 
power. 


While this ratio was cut even lower 


during the evictions, the state police 
stood ready to offer additional help in 


, case of an emergency.

need of housing have not been placed in 
permanent 
homes, including two of 


whom have been living in churches. 


In issuing a statement to the village 


board, Smith also made clear that 
though his name was attached to the re- 
port of the task force he was not a mem- 
ber of that body. He had served on a 
subcommittee, he said. 


"To create any committee or group to 


study the problem is going to delay solu- 
tion. There are committees and com- 
mittees, but there are not yet solutions," 
Smith said. 


"The problem is multiple, with trouble- 


some factors such as land, zoning, and 
money. But the major problem is. was, 
and will be — attitude. The question is 
simply one of whether this community 
and all those in the Northwest suburbs, 
are going to plan constructively for hous- 
ing for low and moderate income fami- 
lies; or whether we shall stand by and 
let such housing and socioeconomic con- 
ditions develop in unplanned fashion. Can 
we pass through our fears, prejudices, 
and procrastinations, and get about a 
program?" he asked. 


"THE AREA (and it must be the area, 


not the village alone), can provide sup- 
port 
for public and private 
devel- 


opments, and not get bogged down in de- 
laying tactics and more discussions. 


"It should have happened yesterday! 


The area can plan, and do, without get- 
ting into the large urban renewal type 
projects. There can be individual and du- 
plex units, spread out, not creating a 
ghetto atmosphere. There could well be a 
village financial commitment, but not to 
any study, nor any committee. I'd rec- 
ommend village contribution to an actual 
program," Smith said. 


"Again, the question is a simple one. 


Do we stand by while others, including 
the labor market personnel themselves, 
solve the problem by more trailers, de- 
teriorating housing units, and developing 
social problems — or do we plan and act. 
This is a challenge to surrounding com- 
munities as well as Elk Grove Village. 
Our showcase village may have some 
cracks in the glass!" the director noted. 


THE TASK FORCE, a group of citi- 


zens, was formed by the village presi- 
dent in the wake of the housing shortage. 
After two months of discussions it issued 
a report April 14 recommending the 
study. 


The village board at that time agreed 


to meet with the task force to discuss the 
study and other recommendations it 
reached. A meeting is scheduled tomor- 
row at 8 p.m. in the village hall.

"To create any committee or group to 


study the problem is going to delay solu- 
tion. There are committees and com- 
mittees, but there are not yet solutions," 
Smith said. 


"The problem is multiple, with trouble- 


some factors such as land, zoning, and 
money. But the major problem is, was, 
and will be — attitude. The question is 
simply one of whether this community 
and all those in the Northwest suburbs, 
are going to plan constructively for hous- 
ing for low and moderate income fami- 
lies, or whether we shall stand by and 
let such housing and socioeeonomic con- 
ditions develop in unplanned fashion Can 
we pass through our fears, prejudices, 
and procrastinations, and get about a 
program?" he asked. 


"THE AREA (and it must be the area, 


not the village alone), can provide sup- 
port for public and private 
devel- 


opments, and not get bogged down in de- 
laying tactics and more discussions. 


"It should have happened yesterday! 


The area can plan, and do, without get- 
ting into the large urban renewal type 
projects. There can be individual and du- 
plex units, spread out, not creating a 
ghetto atmosphere. There could well be a 
village financial commitment, but not to 
any study, nor any committee. I'd rec- 
ommend village contribution to an actual 
program," Smith said. 


"Again, the question is a simple one. 


Do we stand by while others, including 
the labor market personnel themselves, 
solve the problem by more trailers, de- 
teriorating housing units, and developing 
social problems — or do we plan and act. 
This is a challenge to surrounding com- 
munities as well as Elk Grove Village. 
Our showcase village may have some 
cracks in the glass!" the director noted 


THE TASK FORCE, a group of citi- 


zens, was formed by the village presi- 
dent in the wake of the housing shortage. 
After two months of discussions it issued 
a report April 14 recommending the 
study. 


The village board at that time agreed 


to meet with the task force to discuss the 
study and other recommendations

"No child is retained at nur school," 


said Mrs. Ksther Pearson, principal of 
the Prospect Hi-iuhts Dist. 2:! Betsy Ross 
School. "Kadi child proceeds at his own 
rate." Mrs. Pearson told the district 
school board in her annual educational 
report. Monday night. 


"At least half of the children attending 


nur school have birthdays between June 
and December, so when they enter, they 
are up to six months younger than the 
other children." 


"We have to wait for the younger, 


more immature children to learn to read, 
just like you wait for them to walk or 
talk." 


Ti> support her philasphy. Mrs. Pear- 


son has designed a progression program 
for her school, which educates 260 chil- 
dren through the second grade. The three 
years, including kindergarten, are 
di- 


vided into eight steps

groups: developmental, average, high 
average, and accelerated The children 
in the developmental group might only 
reach the fifth step l>y the time they 
leave Ross School, while the accelerated 
group i.s on the eighth step using a third 
grade reader. 


The children are not restricted to one 


group, but progress along the steps and 
move from one uroup to another, at their 
own rate 


Sometimes a child who began in the 


developmental group has moved to the 
accelerated «roup by the time he is in 
tne fourth grade, explained Mrs. Pear- 
son. The program has simply permitted 
him the extra time he needed in the be- 
ginning of his education to fulfill his po- 
tential. 


Grading is done by evaluating the 


child's performance in comparison to the 
other children in his group. "It wouldn't 
be fair to comapre a child at the devel- 


opmental level to another at the acceler- 
ated." said Mrs. Pearson. 


LETTKK CiKADES have been replaced 


with a number system. A child receives 
a I for very good, 2 for average and 3 for 
needs improvement. 


To illustrate the progression program, 


Mrs. Pearson played tapes of a child's 
reading from each group at the board 
meeting. 


Mrs. Ruth Wagcrcr. who teaches a de- 


velopmental group, explained that her 
students have short attention spans. "I 
need to use a greater variety of teaching 
techniques and to keep the class small, 
so the children can receive more individ- 
ualized attention." 


A special help, said Mrs. Wagerer, is 


the "Peabod'y1 kit which includes two 
puppets along with a variety of picture 
cards illustrating shapes, numbers and 
activities. "Quite often the children are 
more apt to talk to the puppets than to 
another person. And the kit gives them a 
break from scat work." 


IX CONTRAST. Mrs. Judy Cieciwa, 


who teaches the accelerated class, said 
she sometimes has to sit back and "let 
the children take over." 


Mrs. Cieciwa has a greater opportunity 


for team teaching because the children 
can learn well in large groups. She also 
veers off of the regular curriculum to a 
greater extent than the other groups. 


"Studying about George Washington's 


and Abraham Lincoln's birthdays led to 
a study of the 13 colonies and the Lou- 
isiana Purchase. And a sore knee in the 
class led to a study of the whole body 
system." 


"Every child in our school is given an 


opportunity to feel successful," said Mrs. 
Pearson. "We think it is important be- 
cause the first years of a child's life are 
so important." 


said Lorentson. "Most of us wish that 
could be so. But the fact is there are 
other countries that don't subscribe to 
that belief." 


"If we disarm and don't support our 


military, we will be overrun by people 
who do support their military. This is a 
situation that has continued throughout 
history." 


The students listening to the captain 


and his two high school attendants were 
not 
so much 
daunted by 
the con- 


demnation older students have levied 
against the military, as impressed by the 
uniforms and drill techniques demonstra- 
ted. 


EVEN A LARGER crowd came to 


hear how they could become a model. 
The girls filled every desk and lined the 
walls as Mrs. Virginia Witt from Mont- 
gomery Ward told them, "modeling will 
give you fame, travel, sore feet and 
headaches." 


"You have to go when you have a tem- 


perature, and you have to get up at the 
crack of dawn if a photographer wants to 
take advantage of the lighting."

Counselor Backs Nixon Draft Plan 


by TOM JACHIMIEC 


There's nothing wrong with a few 


years spent under the wing of Uncle 
Sam's military services. In fact, it does 
more good for a young man than harm. 


That's the belief of Vincent Carioti of 


Mount Prospect, Elk Grove High vSchool 
college counselor who gave his views on 
President Nixon's decision to do away 
with student deferments. 


Serving in the armed forces gives a 


young man the opportunity to mature, 
said Carioti, himself a former Army ser- 
geant in World War II. Then, if a 'boy 
really wants to go to college he can go, 
he said, adding that college after service 
in the armed forces is more meaningful. 


Carioti believes too many students go 


on to higher education simply because 
their parents want them to. 


"WE GIVE THEM a false sense of mo- 


tivation," said Carioti. 


Going into the service would make stu- 


dents eligible for the GI bill which could 
be used to finance a student's education, 
Carioti said. 


"Many want the independence from 


their parents," ho said. "This is one way 
they could get it." 


As an alternative to serving in the mil- 


itary forces and going to college, Carioti 
feels students would be well off "just go- 
ing out and earning their own way." 


"To me, education is a full-time job," 


said Carioti. "It's not easy," he said, ad- 
ding that if a student doesn't want to go 
to school he shouldn't be pressured into 
it by his parents. 


Carioti came out in favor of the presi- 


dent's plan to abolish student defer- 
ments. 


"I personally feel it's the only equi- 


table thing tn do. As long as there has to 
be a draft Fin in favor of it," he said. 


CAIUOTI SAID there is not a lot of 


discussion about the draft among the stu- 
dents and that the president's announce- 
ment really won't influence many of the 
students. 


"I haven't heard a word how the stu- 


dents feel." he asserted. "Many probably 
don't know about it. They don't get in- 
volved unless it's pointed out to them.'' 


The father of three children including a 


daughter in college, Carioti said some 
students may have planned on attending 
college to avoid the draft, "but it's not as 
large as it used to be." 


The majority of students at Elk Grove 


High want to go on to advanced educa- 
tion, whether it be in college or else- 
where, said Carioti. 


"Seventy to 72 per cent of our students 


go on to college," he said. 


Advanced education, a term Carioti 


likes to use because it docs not neces- 
sarily mean a college education, can be 
obtained in the armed forces as well. 


"THE SERVICE HAS changed since I 


was in," said Carioti, now 46 years old. 
"Jobs in ther service are highly techni- 
cal today and there are a lot of benefits. 
The fear of being a foot soldier isn't so 
prevalent," he said. 


A college counselor for four years at 


Elk Grove High, Carioti went on to philo- 
sophize about high school youth 


"I used to behave like a parent," he 


said. "I'd condemn them and rant and 
rave out of frustration." 


Calling himself a "benevolent dicta- 


tor," Carioti said his outlook on youth 
changed this past year because it wasn't 
getting him anywhere.

"None of us is a free agent," he said, 


stressing the need for more external con- 
trol for students Students are just as im- 
mature today as they were years ago. he 
said. 


Carioti believes high school, which he 


called a miniature society, is a place 
where students should learn to submit 
their wills to the will of authority. Self- 
discipline must be learned sometime, he 
said. 


AS EXAMPLES, HE used dress and 


smoking practices which he believes are 
too loose. They are small points, he 


agreed, but these are areas where the 
school should set the tone for students to 
abide. 


"Too man\ times we adults become so 


conscious of our legal responsibilities we 
overlook the moral ones," he said. 


Repeating the need for more external 


control over teenagers, he said, "We've 
got to help protect them from them- 
selves." 


Speaking of his own generation, he 


said: "We managed to come out of it — 
I'm not sure they will.'' 


Girl, 16, Ousted From School 


A 16-year-old Wheeling High School 


girl has been kicked out of school for the 
remainder of the school year — but she 
has not been expelled. 


The High School Dist. 214 board, after 


a three-hour expulsion hearing last night, 
rejected, by a 4-2 vote, a motion to expel 
the student. 


However, by the same vote the board 


accepted a three-point plan which will ef- 
fectively keep the girl off the school's 
campus until September. 


The plan requires the girl, if she enters 


the school grounds, to be accompanied 
by a parent and have the permission of 
the school administration. Second, the 
district will set up a homebound program 
(tutoring) to aid the girl. 


Third, the girl is to be readmitted at 


the beginning of the fall semester. 


The six board members present (Rich- 


ard Stamm of Mount Prospect was ab- 
sent), Supt. Dr. Edward Gilbert and a 
school attorney went into the closed ses- 
sion at 8'05 p.m. At 11:25, they emerged 
and continued the open session. 


Jack Costello, who was grim-faced and 


quiet, moved to expel the student. Cos- 
tello and new member Joseph Schiffaucr 
voted "yes"; board members Richard 
Bachhuber, Arthur Aronson. Raymond 
Erickson and Mrs. Leah Cummins, voted 
"no." 


On the second motion, to set up the 


three-point plan, the vote was also 4-2. 
The decision was later reviewed by the 
district's attorney, who approved of the 
legality of the action. 


Wheeling police have charged the girl 


in question with the sale of narcotics and 
dangerous drugs. She will appear in the 
family court division of the Circuit Court 
in Chicago on May 12 


In addition to that charge, 
Buffalo 


Grove police have charged her with de- 
linquency. The case has also been re- 
ferred to family court in Chicago. 


Teachers Waited, Too

A News Analysis 


Reporters and administrators weren't 


the only ones watching Monday night to 
see if Dist. 214 would expel a 16-year-old 
Wheeling High School student. 


A group of about 15 teachers from Elk 


Grove High School waited for two hours 
for the board to leave the expulsion hear- 
ing and vote on the girl's case. 


The teachers, who left 
individually 


about an hour before the decision \\a.s 
reached, were concerned not about the 
girls' specific misdeed, but about the 
amount of backing faculty 
discipline 


would receive- from the board 


IT IS NO SECKET that some faculty 


members believe the High School Dist. 
214 board is "soft" on discipline. The 
teachers present last night indicated that 
concern. 


A recent example of public concern 


\vas the question of smoking on school 
property. In a healed meeting o\er a 
month ago board member Jack Coslello 
argued strongly that teachers are not 
getting support from the board in dis- 
ciplining students 


And several teachers stated Monday 


night that the reputation for backing 
teachers of the present board is rather 
low throughout the teaching ranks in the 
district. 


It is not clear at this time what impact 


last night's decision will have. Although 
the board rejected expulsion, it did ap- 


prove another measure which keeps the 
girl, who is facing criminal charges, oft" 
school property unless accompanied by a 
parent. It's virtually the same punish- 
ment as expulsion, but less stigma is a'- 
tached. 


However, it is unclear whether the 


board's decision will be regarded by 
some as a "cop-out." another failure to 
back teachers in disciplining students 


And the question of discipline may ap- 


pear at Monday night's board meeting, 
when board members will confront the 
persistent problem of teenage smoking 
on and off Prospect High School proper- 
ty 


A WEEK 
AGO. concerned persons 


from the Prospect area presented a peti- 
tion to the board protesting smoking and 
rowdy students on private property near 
Prospect property 


It appears that neither students nor 


teachers want the teachers to play the 
role of policemen. And the Prospect ad- 
ministration initially proposed a smoking 
area 


So. \\ith pressure from all sides, and 


with the discipline decision Monday night 
in the background, the board will decide 
whether to go with an on-campus area or 
to maintain the ban on on-campus smok- 
ing 


At any rate, the parents, teachers, ad- 


ministrators and students will be present 
in great numbers. They're all concerned 
about yet another decision which in- 
vokes discipline 


Ask Suburban Eviction Help 


Following a rebuff from the Chicago 


Police Department, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police have turned to the subur- 
ban municipal police forces for support 
during evictions of residents failing to 
meet contract buyers agreements. 


A letter has been mailed to most of the 


municipal forces by Bernard Carey, Dep- 
uty Director of the State Department of 
Law 
Enforcement, 
asking 
them 
to 


"reaffirm your pledge of aid to fellow 
policemen everywhere in the county." 


Carey charged in his letter that the 


Chicago police's refusal to assist the 
county was, "an obvious political deci- 
sion by Mayor Daley to embarrass the 
sheriff. In reality it endangered the lives 
of the sheriff's policemen as well as the 
angry citizens protesting the evictions." 


HOWEVER, Carey said he believed the 


Chicago police would respond to their 
call in a dire emergency despite Daley's 
orders. "They are policemen and could 
not ignore their duty." 


Carey is also confident the municipal 


forces will recognize their duty to the 
county." During the past three and a 
half years, Sheriff Joseph Woods has 
never hesitated to respond immediately 
when any police chief in the county 
needed help." 


The exact means of support have not 


been clarified by Carey, because, "it 
would have to be determined by the sher- 
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iff in a particular situation '

from

beats in the northwest suburbs. However, 
one day last \\eek, only two men were 
left in the Nilc.s station while the rest of 
the force participated in the evictions.

When Motseh isn't raising eyebrows at 


village board meetings he's tending his 
garden. He talks about his flowers with 
the same pride as his confrontations with 
village officials. 


"You could say I specialize in Iris', 


Day Lillies and regular Lillies," he says 
proudly. "You could say the best in- 
vestment I made was buying a dollars' 
worth of Dahlia seeds a few years back 
when I was in Kansas.

A S3.191.382 village budget for the 1970- 


71 fiscal year was approved by a 4-to-2 
vote by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board last night. 


A disagreement about salary increases 


for department directors was the only 
stumbling block for the board's approval 
of the new budget, which shows an in- 
crease of $554,634 from last year. 


The 21-per-cent increase is due primar- 


ily to salary increases for village em- 
ployes, with the most substantial wage 
increases designated for policemen, fire- 
men and department directors. 


ALTHOUGH THE six-member board 


agreed to boost top pay for policemen 
and firemen from $10,200 to $11,820 per 
year, they did not agree on the increases 
in salaries for department directors. 
Trustees Lloyd Norris and George Reiter 
voted against the budget on the basis of 
its provision for almost 25-per-ccnt in- 
creases in the director's salaries. 


"I object to the increases in these sala- 


ries because they are unjustifiable on a 
financial basis," Reiter said. ''We all 
know the country is in an inflationary 
state right now and I don't think these 
salaries reflect the financial situation of 
the village. 


"I think the budget is a good one with 


the exception of salaries for the depart- 
ment directors, which are about 15 per 
cent higher than I think they should be," 
he added 


Norris, who said the increases ranged 


from 15 to 28 per cent, said he doesn't 
recall increases of such magnitude in in- 
dustry and business. 


TRUSTEE DONALD Furst gave the 


budget a vote of confidence when he told 
the board members they were comparing 
"apples and oranges" in the village 
budget. 


"If you work with figures you can 


make them say whatever you want," he 
said. "We have been very fortunate in 
attracting and maintaining good people. 
These salaries 
probably create some 


question in your mind, but examine the 
salary rather than the increase and then 
decide if this salary is high enough to 
attract good people for these jobs.

Mount Prospect Police Chief Newell 


Esmond said 
yesterday

would probably assist in the eviction of 
members of the Contract Buyers League 
if Sheriff Joseph Woods asked for assis- 
tance. 


"We have an obligation to assist other 


policemen and police departments, if our 
assistance is requested by them, but this 
isn't a blanket policy. Each 
request 


would have to be evaluated on its indi- 
vidual circumstances and merits," Es- 
mond explained. 


"If our assistance were requested by 


the sheriff, I think we'd assist if possible. 
But this depends on the case and whether 
sending policemen would cut short our 


own manpower requirement for the vil- 
lage," he said. 


"This doesn't imply a reluctance to as- 


sist the sheriff or any other department, 
but I would have to evaluate each and 
every request before making any definite 
commitments. It would all depend on 
whether I still had enough men left, after 
sending help, to answer our own calls." 


Esmond said the obligation is recipro- 


cal, and sheriff's police would assist 
Mount Prospect policemen upon request 
should the need occur. 


Esmond's remarks were prompted by 


a letter sent to the West Suburban Police

Counselor Backs Nixon Draft Plan 


by TOM JACHIMIEC 


There's nothing wrong with a few 


years spent under the wing of Uncle 
Sam's military services. In fact, it does 
more good for a young man than harm. 


That's the belief of Vincent Carioti of 


Mount Prospect. Elk Grove High School 
college counselor who gave his views on 
President Nixon's decision to do away 
with student deferments. 


Serving in the armed forces gives a 


young man the opportunity to mature, 
said Carioti, himself a former Army ser- 
geant in World War II. Then, if a boy 
really wants to go to college he can go. 
he said, adding that college after service 
in the armed forces is more meaningful. 


Carioti believes too many students go 


on to higher education simply because 
their parents want them to. 


"WE GIVE THEM a false sense of mo- 


tivation," said Carioti. 


Going into the service would make stu- 


dents eligible for the GI bill which could 
be used to finance a student's education, 
Carioti said. 


"Many want the independence from 


their parents," he said. ''This is one way 
they could get it." 


As an alternative to serving in the mil- 


itary forces and going to college. Carioti 
feels students would be well off "just go- 
ing out and earning their own way." 


"To me. education is a full-time job," 


said Carioti. "It's not easy," he said, ad- 
ding that if a student doesn't want to go 
to school he shouldn't be pressured into 
it by his parents. 


Carioti came out in favor of the presi- 


dent's plan to abolish student defer- 
ments. 


"I personally feel it's the only equi- 


table thing to do. As long as there has to 
be a draft I'm in favor of it," he said. 


t'ARIOTI SAID there is not a lot of 


discussion about the draft among the stu- 
dents and that the president's announce- 
ment really won't influence many of the 
students. 


"I haven't heard a word how the stu- 


dents feel," he asserted. "Many probably 
don't know about it. They don't get in- 
volved unless it's pointed out to them." 


The father of three children including a 


daughter in college, Carioti said some 
students may have planned on attending 
college to avoid the draft, "but it's not as 
large as it used to be." 


The majority of students at Elk Grove 


High want to go on to advanced educa- 
tion, whether it be in college or else- 
where, said Carioti 


"Seventy to 72 per cent of our students 


go on to college," he said. 


Advanced education, a term Carioti 


likes to use because it does not neces- 
sarily mean a college education, can be 
obtained in the armed forces as well. 


"THE SERVICE HAS changed since I 


was in," said Carioti, now 46 years old. 
"Jobs in ther service arc highly techni- 
cal today and there are a lot of benefits. 
The fear of being a foot soldier isn't so 
prevalent," he said. 


A college counselor for four years at 


Elk Grove High, Carioti went on to philo- 
sophize about high school youth. 


"I used to behave like a parent," he- 


said. "I'd condemn them and rant and 
rave out of frustration " 


Calling himself a "benevolent dicta- 


tor," Carioti said his outlook on youth 
changed this past year because it wasn't 
getting him anywhere.

"None of us is a free agent," he said, 


stressing the need for more external con- 
trol for students. Students are just as im- 
mature today as they were years ago. he 
said. 


Carioti believes high school, which he 


called a miniature society, is a place 
where students should learn to submit 
their wills to the will of authority. Self- 
discipline must be learned sometime, he 
said. 


AS EXAMPLES, HE used dress and 


smoking practices which he believes are 
too loose. They are small points, he 


agreed, but these are areas where the 
school should set the tone for students to 
abide 


' Too many times we adults become so 


conscious of our legal responsibilities we 
overlook the moral ones." he said 


Repeating the need for more external 


control over teenagers, he said. "We've 
got to help protect them from them- 
selves." 


Speaking of his own generation, he 


said: "We managed to come out of it — 
I'm not sure thev will." 


Girl, 16, Ousted From School 


A 16-year-old Wheeling High School 


girl has been kicked out of school for the 
remainder of the school year — but she 
has not been expelled. 


The High School Dist. 214 board, after 


a three-hour expulsion hearing last night, 
rejected, by a 4-2 vote, a motion to expel 
the student. 


However, by the same vote the board 


accepted a three-point plan which will ef- 
fectively keep the girl off the school's 
campus until September. 


The plan requires the girl, if she enters 


the school grounds, to be accompanied 
by a parent and have the permission of 
the school administration. Second, the 
district will set up a homebound program 
(tutoring) to aid the girl. 


Third, the girl is to be readmitted at

Teachers Waited. Too

A News Analysis 


Reporters and administrators weren't 


the only ones watching Monday night to 
see if Dist. 214 would expel a 16-year-old 
Wheeling High School student. 


A group of about 15 teachers from Elk 


Grove High School waited for two hours 
for the board to leave the expulsion hear- 
ing and vote on the girl's case. 


The teachers, who left individually 


about an hour before the decision was 
readied, were concerned not about the 
girls' specific misdeed, but about the 
amount of backing faculty discipline 
would receive from the board. 


IT IS NO SECRET that some faculty 


members believe the High School Dist. 
214 board is "soft" on discipline. The 
teachers present last night indicated that 
concern. 


A recent example of public concern 


was the question of smoking on school 
property. In a heated meeting over a 
month ago board member Jack Costello 
argued strongly that teachers are not 
getting support from the board in dis- 
ciplining students. 


And several teachers stated Monday 


night that the reputation for backing 
teachers of the present board is rather 
low throughout the teaching rjnks in the 
district. 


It is not clear at this time what impact 


last night's decision will have. Although 
the board rejected expulsion, it did ap- 


prove another measure which keeps the 
girl, who is facing criminal charges, off 
school property unless accompanied by a 
parent. It's virtually the same punish- 
ment as expulsion, but less stigma is at- 
tached. 


However, it is unclear whether the 


board's decision will be regarded by 
some as a "cop-out." another failure to 
back teachers in disciplining students. 


And the question of discipline may ap- 


pear at Monday night's board meeting, 
when board members will confront the 
persistent problem of teenage smoking 
on and off Prospect High School proper- 
ty. 


A WEEK AGO. concerned persons 


from the Prospect area presented a peti- 
tion to the board protesting smoking and 
rowdy students on private property near 
Prospect property. 


It appears that neither students nor 


teachers want the teachers to play the 
role of policemen. And the Prospect ad- 
ministration initial!} proposed a smoking 
area 


So. willi pressure from all sides, and 


with the discipline decision Monday niiiht 
in the background, the board will decide 
whether to go with an on-campus area or 
to maintain the ban on on-campus smok- 
ing. 


At am ra'e. the parents teachers, ad- 


ministrators and students will be present 
in great numbers. They're all concerned 
about yet another decision which in- 
volves discipline. 


Ask Suburban Eviction Help 


Following a rebuff from the Chicago

"I REALLY SLAMMED 'em." said 


Motsch 
"I made fools of 'cm. I told 


them somebody is gonna be killed. 1 said 
they were gonna pay for the light in 
blood They had my picture in the paper 
and said I told 'em they were gonna pay 
for the light in blood." 


When Motsch isn't raising eyebrows at 


village board meetings he's tending his 
garden. He talks about his flowers with 
the same pride as his confrontations with 
village officials. 


"You could say I specialize in Iris', 


Day Lillies and regular Lillies," he says 
proudly. "You could say the best in- 
vestment I made was buying a dollars' 
worth of Dahlia seeds a few years back 
when I was in Kansas. I had the best 
Dahlias in Kansas City." 


Motsch cross-breeds his flowers and 


adds his own personal touch by naming 


them after friends, relatives or just 
about anything that crosses his mind at 
the time. As a result his garden consists 
of Trudys, Marilous and even a plant 
called a Bright Herald. 


MOTSCH, WHO suffered 
a severe 


heart attack in 1965 which sent him into 
retirement, won a bronze metal in 1907 
for his Lilliput breed of Green Meteor at 
the Vienna International Competition. 


He puts the same vigor into his garden 


as he does with his Motsch-endorsed 
community projects 


The Motsch-brand of local politicking 


is highly vocal and emotional, but it 
leaves room for continuing friendships. 


"(Dan) Congreve was a good mayor," 


explained Motsch. "I think he's a real 
fine man. I like (Bob) Teichert too I 
worked for him. I went all over the 
neighborhood and helped get him in. 


"I know just about all the village 


people. I know the new village manager 
too. You know .. . Virgil Barnett. 


"They're widening Golf Road now and 


did you take a look at the trees? They 
look like they got 'em from the junk 
yard 


"I told Barnett about the trees and he 


said I should have mentioned it earlier I 
said 'What good would it do? Nobody lis- 
tens ' " 


A $3,191.382 village budget for the 1970- 


71 fiscal year was approved by a 4-to-2 
vote by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board last night. 


A disagreement about salary increases 


for department directors was the only 
stumbling block for the board's approval 
of the new budget, which shows an in- 
crease of $554,634 from last year. 


The 21-per-cent increase is due primar- 


ily to salary increases for village em- 
ployes, with the most substantial wage 
increases designated for policemen, fire- 
men and department directors. 


ALTHOUGH THE six-member 
board 


agreed to boost top pay for policemen 
and firemen from $10,200 to $11,820 per 
year, they did not agree on the increases 
in salaries for department directors. 
Trustees Lloyd Norns and George Reiter 
voted against the budget on the basis of 
its provision for almost 25-per-cent in- 
creases in the director's salaries. 


"I object to the increases in these sala- 


ries because they are unjustifiable on a 
financial basis," Reiter said. "We all 
know the country is in an inflationary 
stale right now and I don't think these 
salaries reflect the financial situation of 
the village. 


"I think the budget is a good one with 


the exception of salaries for the depart- 
ment directors, which are about 15 per 
cent higher than I think they should be," 
he added. 


Norns, who said the increases ranged 


from 15 to 28 per cent, said he doesn't 
recall increases of such magnitude in in- 
dustry and business. 


TRUSTEE DONALD Furst gave the 


budget a vote of confidence when he told 
the board members they were comparing 
"apples and oranges" in the village 
budget. 


"If you work with figures you can 


make them say whatever you want," he 
said. "We have been very fortunate in 
attracting and maintaining good people. 
These salaries probably create some 
question in your mind, but examine the 
salary rather than the increase and then 
decide if this salary is high enough to 
attract good people for these jobs. 


"If we want bums in these positions 


then let's lower the salaries, because 
that's exactly what will happen. If we 
want to have the best community in the 
Northwest suburban area then we'll have 
to pay for that position," Furst told the 
board 


ALTHOUGH THE board did not agree 


on the issue of wages, most trustees did 
not think they could reject the entire

Mount Prospect Police Chief Newell 


Esmond said yesterday 
local 
police 


would probably assist in the eviction of 
members of the Contract Buyers League 
if Sheriff Joseph Woods asked for assis- 
tance. 


"We have an obligation to assist other 


policemen and police departments, if our 
assistance is requested by them, but this 
isn't a blanket policy. Each request 
would have to be evaluated on its indi- 
vidual circumstances and merits," Es- 
mond explained. 


"If our assistance were requested by 


the sheriff, I think we'd assist if possible. 
But this depends on the case and whether 
sending policemen would cut short our 


own manpower requirement for the vil- 
lage," he said. 


"This doesn't imply a reluctance to as- 


sist the sheriff or any other department, 
but I would have to evaluate each and 
every request before making any definite 
commitments. It would all depend on 
whether I still had enough men left, after 
sending help, to answer our own calls." 


Esmond said the obligation is recipro- 


cal, and sheriff's police would assist 
Mount Prospect policemen upon request 
should the need occur, 


Esmond's remarks were prompted by 


a letter sent to the West Suburban Police 
Chief's Association by Bernard Carey, 
deputy director of the State Department 
of Law Enforcement.

volunteer t'isaster worker, said. "By 
then most should be placed." 


Scholz Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and tlie one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


MANAGING AGENT for the building 


which burned Monday night is the Downs

"These three buildings were in phase

Meyer said. "They wore built about two 
years ago, before we passed the fire 
safety code." 


According to Meyer, there is a legal 


question of length of time the city could 
allow for bringing existing buildings up 
to minimum standards and a question of 
how much structural change the city 
could require on existing buildings. 


"I am checking with the city attorney 


and if we can do something, the council 
will have some suggestion at the next 
council meeting." 


EARLY THURSDAY morning tenants 


returned to the still smoldering building 
to retrieve the furniture and belongings 
they could perhaps salvage. 


Throughout the night, a few had come 


back from the motel to watch the fire- 
men and policemen work. Small valuable 
objects, four or five shotguns and rifles 
and several pistols were picked up by 
police and taken to the police station. 


As they wandered through the burned 


or smoke filled rooms, the civic scaven- 
gers were amazed at what was not 
burned.

Counselor Backs Nixon Draft Plan

There's nothing wrong with a few 


years spent under the wing of Uncle 
Sam's military services. In fact, it does 
more good for a young man than harm. 


That's the belief of Vincent Carioti of 


Mount Prospect, Elk Grove High School 
college counselor who gave his views on 
President Nixon's decision to do away 
with student deferments. 


Serving in the armed forces gives a 


young man the opportunity to mature, 
said Carioti, himself a former Army ser- 
geant in World War II. Then, if a boy 
really wants to go to college he can go, 
he said, adding that college after service 
in the armed forces is more meaningful. 


Carioti believes too many students go 


on to higher education simply because 
their parents want them to. 


"WE GIVE THEM a false sense of mo- 


tivation," said Carioti. 


Going into the service would make stu- 


dents eligible for the GI bill which could 
be used to finance a student's education, 
Carioti said. 


"Many want the independence from 


their parents," he said. "This is one way 
they could get it." 


As an alternative to serving in the mil- 


itary forces and going to college, Carioti 
feels students would be well off "just go- 
ing out and earning their own way." 


"To me, education is a full-time job," 


said Carioti. "It's not easy," he said, ad- 
ding that if a student doesn't want to go 
to school he shouldn't be pressured into 
it by his parents. 


Carioti came out in favor of the presi- 


dent's plan to abolish student defer- 
ments. 


"I personally feel it's the only equi- 


table thing to do. As long as there has to 
bo a draft I'm in favor of it," he said. 


CARIOTI SAID there is not a lot of 


discussion about the draft among the stu- 
dents and that the president's announce- 
ment really won't influence many of the 
students. 


"I haven't heard a word how the stu- 


dents feel," he asserted. "Many probably 
don't know about it. They don't get in- 
volved unless it's pointed out to them." 


The father of three children including a 


daughter in college, Carioti said some 
students may have planned on attending 
college to avoid the draft, "but it's not as 
large as it used to be." 


The majority of students at Elk Grove 


High want to go on to advanced educa- 
tion, whether it be in college or else- 
where, said Carioti. 


"Seventy to 72 per cent of our students 


go on to college," he said. 


Advanced education, a term Carioti 


likes to use because it does not neces- 
sarily mean a college education, can be 
obtained in the armed forces as well. 


"THE SERVICE HAS changed since I 


was in," said Carioti, now 46 years old. 
"Jobs in ther service are highly techni- 
cal today and there are a lot of benefits. 
The fear of being a foot soldier isn't so 
prevalent," he said. 


A college counselor for four years at 


Elk Grove High, Carioti went on to philo- 
sophize about high school youth. 


"I used to behave like a parent," he 


said. "I'd condemn them and rant and 
rave out of frustration." 


Calling himself a "benevolent dicta- 


tor," Carioti said his outlook on youth 
changed this past year because it wasn't 
getting him anywhere.

Carioti believes society is forcing youth 


to make too many major decisions in life 
when they are not yet ready for them. 


"To me, this creates 
more psy- 


chological problems," he said. 


"Many of today's youths want indepen- 


dence without responsibility," he said. 
Some can handle independence with re- 
sponsibility but not all, he explained. 


"None of us is a free agent," he said, 


stressing the need for more external con- 
trol for students. Students are just as im- 
mature today as they were years ago. he 
said. 


Carioti believes high school, which he 


called a miniature society, is a place 
where students should learn to submit 
their wills to the will of authority. Self- 
discipline must be learned sometime, he 
said. 


AS EXAMPLES, HE used dress and 


smoking practices which he believes are 
too loose. They are small points, he 


agreed, but these are areas where the 
school should set the tone for students to 
abide. 


"Too many times we adults become so 


conscious of our legal responsibilities \ve 
overlook the moral ones." he said. 


Repeating the need for more external 


control over teenagers, he said. "We've 
got to help protect them from them- 
selves." 


Speaking of his own generation, he 


said: "We managed to come out of it — 
I'm not sure thev will." 


Girl, 16, Ousted From School 


A 16-year-old Wheeling High School 


girl has been kicked out of school for the 
remainder of the school year — but she 
has not been expelled. 


The High School Dist. 214 board, after 


a three-hour expulsion hearing last night, 
rejected, by a 4-2 vote, a motion to expel 
the student. 


However, by the same vote the board 


accepted a three-point plan which will ef- 
fectively keep the girl off the school's 
campus until September. 


The plan requires the girl, if she enters 


the school grounds, to be accompanied 
by a parent and have the permission of 
the school administration. Second, the 
district will set up a homebound program 
(tutoring) to aid the girl. 


Third, the girl is to be readmitted at 


the beginning of the fall semester. 


The six board members present (Rich- 


ard Stamm of Mount Prospect was ab- 
sent), Supt. Dr. Edward Gilbert and a 
school attorney went into the closed ses- 
sion at 8:05 p.m. At 11:25, they emerged 
and continued the open session. 


Jack Costello, who was grim-faced and 


quiet, moved to expel the student. Cos- 
tello and new member Joseph Schiffauer 
voted "yes"; board members Richard 
Bachhuber, Arthur Aronson, Raymond 
Erickson and Mrs. Leah Cummins, voted 
"no." 


On the second motion, to set up the 


three-point plan, the vole was also 4-2. 
The decision was later reviewed by the 
district's attorney, who approved of the 
legality of the action. 


Wheeling police have charged the girl 


in question with the sale of narcotics and 
dangerous drugs. She will appear in the 
family court division of the Circuit Court 
in Chicago on May 12. 


In addition to that charge,

Teachers Waited, Too

A News Analysis 


Reporters and administrators weren't 


the only ones watching Monday night to 
see if Dist. 214 would expel a 16-year-old 
Wheeling High School student. 


A group of about 15 teachers from Elk 


Grove High School waited for two hours 
for the board to leave the expulsion hear- 
ing and vote on the girl's case. 


The teachers, 
who left individually 


about an hour before the decision was 
reached, were concerned not about the 
girls' specific misdeed, but about the 
amount of backing faculty discipline 
would receive from the board. 


IT IS NO SECRET that some faculty 


members believe the High School Dist. 
214 board is "soft" on discipline. The 
teachers present last night indicated that 
concern. 


A recent example of public concern 


was the question of smoking on school 
property. In a heated meeting over a 
month ago board member Jack Costello 
argued strongly that teachers are not 
getting support from the board in dis- 
ciplining students. 


And several teachers stated Monday 


night that the reputation for backing 
teachers of the present board is rather 
low throughout the teaching ranks in the 
district. 


It is not clear at this time what impact 


last night's decision will have. Although 
the board rejected expulsion, it did ap- 


prove another measure which keeps the 
girl, who is facing criminal charges, off 
school property unless accompanied by a 
parent. It's virtually the same punish- 
ment as expulsion, but less stigma is at- 
tached. 


However, it is unclear whether the 


board's decision will be regarded by- 
some as a "cop-out," another failure to 
back teachers in disciplining students. 


And the question of discipline may ap- 


pear at Monday night's board meeting. 
when board members will confront the 
persistent problem of teenage smoking 
on and off Prospect High School proper- 
ty. 


A WEEK AGO. concerned persons 


from the Prospect area presented a peti- 
tion to the board protesting smoking and 
rowdy students on private property near 
Prospect property. 


It appears that neither students nor 


teachers want the teachers to play the 
role of policemen. And the Prospect ad- 
ministration initially proposed a smoking 
area. 


So. with pressure from all sides, and 


with the discipline decision Monday night 
in the background, the board will decide 
whether to go with an on-campus area or 
to maintain the ban on on-campus smok- 
ing. 


At any rate, the parents, teachers, ad- 


ministrators and students will be present 
in great numbers. They're all concerned 
about yet another decision which in- 
volves discipline. 


Ask Suburban Eviction Help 


Following a rebuff from the Chicago 


Police Department, the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police have turned to the subur- 
ban municipal police forces for support 
during evictions of residents failing to 
meet contract buyers agreements. 


A letter has been mailed to most of the 


municipal forces by Bernard Carey, Dep- 
uty Director of the State Department of 
Law 
Enforcement, 
asking 
them 
to 


"reaffirm your pledge of aid to fellow 
policemen everywhere in the county." 


Carey charged in his letter that the 


Chicago police's refusal to assist the 
county was, "an obvious political deci- 
sion by Mayor Daley to embarrass the 
sheriff. In reality it endangered the lives 
of the sheriff's policemen as well as the 
angry citizens protesting the evictions." 


HOWEVER, Carey said he believed the 


Chicago police would respond to their 
call in a dire emergency despite Daley's 
orders. "They are policemen and could 
not ignore their duty." 


Carey is also confident the municipal 


forces will recognize their duty to the 
county." During the past three and a 
half years, Sheriff Joseph Woods has 
never hesitated to respond immediately 
when any police chief in the county 
needed help." 


The exact means of support have not 


been clarified by Carey, because, "it 
would have to be determined by the sher- 
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iff in a particular situation." 


The evictions this week have not neces- 


sitated pulling patrolmen from their 
beats in the northwest suburbs. However, 
one day last week, only two men were 
left in the Niles station while the rest of 
the force participated in the evictions. 


THE NILES station is the center of the 


northern Cook County beat. Six cars pa- 
trol unincorporated areas north of the 
Eisenhower Expressway and west of El- 
gin, during one shift. 


According to Patrolman Roger Hold at 


the Niles station, the county force has to 
call another town for help at least four 
time a week because of their low man- 
power. 


While this ratio was cut even lower 


during the evictions, the state police 
stood ready to offer additional help in 
case of an emergency. 


Holt seemed assured that the munici- 


pal forces will also be willing to stand by 
during future evictions.

into an attempt to put it out before ev- 
erything in the building was destroyed, 
Civil Defense units from Rolling Mead- 


ows, Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, and 
the Salvation Army came in with hot tof- 
fee, doughnuts and hamburgers for the 
weary police, firemen, volunteers and 
tenants who were waiting to find out 
what happened to their belongings. 


"There are men here who haven't been 


firemen for quite a while," Mrs. Jane 
Meyer, wife of Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said. 


Some tenants were worried about their 


cars in the underground basement. When 
most of the fire was out, the garage door 
was opened. Because of the cement ceil- 
ing, water and smoke had not penetrated 


the garage enough to seriously damage 
any of the cars. 


"MY CAR IS DOWN there." Rolling 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out, though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heigiits fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights.

6We Just Have To Start Over' 


The back of three buildings in Three 


Fountains Apartments looks into a wind- 
ing, shady section of Salt Creek. 


There is no fire door dividing the third 


floor into sections, so the young singles 
and couples who live on the northern end 
of the building have had a chance to get 
to know each other in the eight to 10 
months they have lived in Three Foun- 
tains. 


Monday night the group had been go- 


ing back and forth among their apart- 
ments after dinner. When the fire broke 
out, they were separated, but an hour 
later, as firemen swarmed over the 
building trying to stop the spreading 
flames, they had regrouped near the 
creek to keep an eye on their apartment 
units. 


"There it goes," Jim Wanek said as 


the fire broke through the fourth floor 
storage room roof. "We had no insur- 
ance. Everyone said it was a waste of 
money to get fire and theft insurance." 


"YEH, THEY TOLD us we were single 


and didn't need it," Leon Newberg, his 
roommate added. 


They looked up. Black smoke was now 


coming from their balcony sliding doors. 


"My fiance was in the apartment 


across the hall," Leon continued. ''I 
opened the door and felt the heat, and 
then I heard her screaming in the other 
apartment." 


Leon crossed the hall and groped until 


he found his fiance in the other apart- 
ment. They closed the door and went out 
on the balcony to wait for help. 


Mike Duene was the only one home in 


his apartment. "One roommate is in 
Canada and I suppose he knows about 
this by now," he choked. The other two 
were out for the evening and would find 
out about the fire when they got home. 


"We don't have insurance either," 


Mike said. "Hey, look, the flames are 
coming out the window. Well, I guess 
that is the end of that. AH the stereo 
equipment is gone by now." 


"WE'RE JUST GOING to have to start 


over," Gary Peterson said. He and his 
wife, Glenda, had some furniture, but 
most of it was lost in the fire. 


The flames spread down to the second 


floor 
So far, no firemen had come 


around to the back of the building to 
fight the fire. 


"I guess we better move back." Wanek 


said. As the little crowd btepped back 
from he creek and the building, firemen 
dragging hoses came around the end of 
the building. 


"Move back, move back," the police- 


man accompanying them cautioned.

The experience prompted 
Mrs Haag to start working with kinder- 
garteners in Indiana, using the learn by 
imitation theory, and she later attended 
a workshop held in this country by Shi- 
nicki Suzuki, a Japanese violinist v>ho 
has taught thousands of very \oung chil- 
dren to play. 


Mrs. Haag uses Suzuki techniques with 


her pupils in Arlington Heights. Games 
are incorporated into the lessons to alle- 
viate boredom and note reading is post- 
poned until the youngsters are at ease 
with their instruments and finger move- 
ments seem natural. 


Much preparation takes place before 


the children even hold their violins. Balls 
are bounced to teach bow movement, yo- 
yos are strung out and retrieved to show 
finger action and cigar boxes are placed 
on the left shoulder and tucked under 
chins. 


MAINTAINING THAT in the United 


States "we start teaching children to 
play five years too late," Mrs. Haag will 
also include some pre-shcoolers — broth- 
ers and sisters of older pupils — in her 
classes. Mothers are encouraged to take 
lessons along with their offspring so they 
can better help with practice at home. 


The violin instructor emphasizes that 


the attitude of parents and teachers 
makes a huge difference in a child's 
progress. "Practicing, like homework, is 
a very lonely time for a child. The moth- 
er who will play along or who will do her 
sewing while listening contributes in an 
important way to her child's success." 


When Mrs. Haag arrived in Arlington 


Heights last year she was disappointed to 
find that in the eight schools she was 
assigned only 28 students were enrolled 
in the string program. 


She began visiting schools, playing 


Bartok and Mozart for the younger pu- 


pils and letting them hold a \iolm. and 
then sent explanatory letter.-: to parent? 
about the Suzuki technique;- Her student 
population mushroomed when the 
JSii 


chilren. including many bo\s. signed 
up for lessons 


NO TESTS OF any kind are given to 


students before they are accepted in the 
program Suzuki claims that any chi'd 
with normal learning capacities can be 
musically trained, and Mrs. Haag be- 
lies 
strongly that it is the teacher's job to 
bring out all children's capabilities. 


Mrs Haag has a master's degree m 


music from Indiana Univ. She won a na- 
tional competition when she completed 
her studies and worked with the Atlan'a 
Symphony. It was while she was in At- 
lanta that she realized many professional 
string musicians were much older than 
she. "It made me see the handwriting on 
the wall, there weren't enough \owl 
people coming up m the field." 


While she hopes to inspire some chil- 


dren to become professionals, she al.-o 
believes that love of music is important 
to all and that the \ iolin lessons of today 
w ill help enrich the lives of future scien- 
tists, teachers and businessmen. 


HER DEDICATION to the children and 


the program is abundant She teaches a 
special class on Saturdays, and mothers 
sa> she gives invaluable advice on selec- 
tion of instruments and can be called on 
in emergencies. If a violin doesn't sound 
right, the parent will simph call Mrs 
Haag. plunk an E string over the tele- 
phone and be told the proper way to tune 
the instrument. 


The children, who have one half-hour 


group lessons a week, have performed 
recently for music teachers from various 
sections of Illinois. They will gi\e a free 
concert for the public in June, and les- 
sons will be available in the summer 
school program. 


Mrs. 
Haag loves to listen to the chil- 


dren herself. "They can be having sword 
fights with their bows five minutes be- 
fore they pla\. but once they pick up 
their violins, they spread wings and

Police Chief Robert R. Centner has trav- 
eled. 


Centner, who described himself 
as 


"kind of a quiet type," has been chief of 
Palatine's .17-member force for eight 
years. 


Centner joined the department in 1955 


and was the first officer appointed by a 
Palatine Fire and Police Commission. 


In I!>")!! he was promoted to sergeant 


and. 
in February. 1S62. he was named 


acting chief. That appointment became 
permanent in the fall of the same year. 
He now carries the rank of lieutenant. 


Before joining the police force, he said, 


he was a copy writer for an electronics 
firm in t)i's Plnincs. 


HIS .U'ijl'AINTAXCE with the police 


began when his car broke down in Pala- 
tine during the early morning. Me said 
he received a ticket for overnight park- 
in:;. 


lie thought he had a good reason why 


he should not have received a ticket and 
went to sec the then Police Chief Frank 
Meyers. 


A discussion about the growth of Pala- 


tine and the men that would be needed in 
the police department 
took place, he 


said, and "I walked out of the office with 
an application." 


Centner said he had thought about join- 


ing the State Police but on its application 
he was asked if he was willing to move 
to any part of the state. He wasn't. 


Centner said he has no regrets about 


joining the force. He said he thought of 
his job as "serving people. The protec- 
tion of property and lives," he said, "is a 
worthwhile challenge." 


THKKE IS NO one tiling that has been 


particularly "harrowing" as a police- 
man, ho said, but all officers do have to 
face "the unknown." 


«ncc. teTuner said, he was in the sec- 


ond car on the scene in an attempt to 
capture a man who was hiding in a gas 
station. A hole was punched through a 
v/ashroom wall and "I had to put my 
head through. And there he was." 


The biggest crime problem facing Pal- 


ahne today, he said, is the number of 
i.ning people drinking liquor and driving 
cars. 


Generally, he said, the police try to ar- 


rest the youngsters and then turn them 
over to the parent. 


Be it illegal drinking or using drugs, 


Centner said, these type of social prob- 
lems "can IK' straightened out in the 
family" better than they can in a police 
station. 


".MOST PARENTS arc scared of their 


children." he said. "I think parents are 
afraid to question their children" be- 
cause they are afraid of causing more 
problems, he said. 


Part of the problem. Centner said, 


may be that youngsters get "too much 
freedom all at once." 


At age 14 and 15. he said, they have 


little if any freedom and then at 16 they 
are given permission "to come and go as 
they please. There still has to be ques- 
tioning by the parent of what they (the 
children) are doing." 


Centner said that maybe 200 to 300 


y o u n g s t e r s in Palatine have ex- 
perimented 
with drugs. The regular 


users of hard drugs, such as heroin, he 
said, are "a minimal group." 


There are two different types of drug 


sellers, he said. One is the youngster who 
sells drugs to his friends for the same 
price he paid for them. The other, he 
said, is the full-time pusher who "does 
nothing." sleeps late and then hangs 
around certain areas of the town. That 
pusher. Centner said, can purchase 
drugs for half of what he sells them for. 


TO HEM' SOLVE the problem, he 


said, thi'if should be more discussion of 


11 rug usage, its pros and cons, in high 
school health courses. 


Centner said he tries to work the de- 


partment as a team. From the time the 
radio operator receives a call for assis- 
tance, he said, until a policeman arrives 
at the scene and a follow-up investigation 
is made "it's all one operation." 


The department, he said, tries to an- 


swer alt calls within three minutes. 


Eighty per cent of felony crimes are 


solved within the first three minutes of 
when thev are committed, he said.

Body Found In 
Forest Preserve 


The body of a Rolling Meadows man 


was discovered in Deer Grove Forest 
Preserve yesterday morning, according 
to Detective William Denaer of the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police. The tentatively 
identified body of John E. Rolfe, 43, of 
4411 Lincoln, was found dead by County 
forest ranger William "Bud" Mukahirn 
at approximately 9:45 a.m. Tuesday. 


Rolfe was apparently the victim of a 


self-inflicted head wound from a .30-.30 
rifle, Denaer said. His body was taken to 
the Cook County Morgue. 


Rolfe, a produce manager for Magna- 


flux Corp. was reported missing by his 
wife Helen to the Rolling Meadows police 
yesterday morning. 


His death is being investigated by De- 


naer and Detective Warren Schwartz of 
the Sheriff's Police. 


SCHWARTZ SAID Rolfe's body was 


discovered in the north end of the park 
at Quentin Road and Route 68. He was 
found in a wooded area about 150 feet 
from the park road where he left his car. 
The weapon he apparently used was 
found near the body. 


Rolfe was seen alive by Sheriff's Po- 


lice and forest rangers yesterday after- 
noon. "Officers reported seeing him sit- 
ting in his car reading paperback books 
near the scene of his death." Schwartz 
said . 


Although it has not yet been confirmed 


by pathologists. it .is believed that Rolfe 
died sometime late Monday night or ear- 
ly Tuesday morning, Schwartz said. 


Police said they have no reason to 


think Rolfe's death was a result of any- 
thing other than suicide. 


"The gun belonged to him, there are 


indications of trouble on the homefront, 


and the positioning of the weapon in rela- 
tion to the body indicate that it was sui- 
cide," Schwartz said. 


Steps are now being taken to positively 


identify Rolfe. "Fingerprints are being 
matched up with old service records or 
anything else we can find," Schwartz 
said. 


Rolfe is survived by his wife and their 


two children, John Alden, 18, and Mai*, 
15.

Smoldering ruins of an apartment 


building in the Throe Fountains Apart- 
ment complex on Algonquin Road in 
Rolling Meadows flared up breifly early 
last night. 


Firemen on the scene, assisted by sev- 


eral trucks, quickly extinguished the 
blaze. 


Me?do\vs Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out, though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights. 


"We'll pay for their room and board 


for three nights," Mrs. June Gunderson, 
2801 Hawk Lane in Rolling Meadows, a 
volunteer disaster worker, said. "By 
then most should be placed." 


Scholz Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and the one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


MANAGING AGENT for the building 


which burned Monday night is the Downs 
Mohl & Company of Chicpgo. 


"These three buildings were in phase 


one of Three Fountains apartments," 
Meyer said. -'They wore built about two 
years ago, before we passed the fire 
safety code." 


According to Meyer, there is a legal 


question of length of time the city could 
allow for bringing existing buildings up 
to minimum standards and a question of 
how much structural change the city 
could require on existing buildings. 


"I am checking with the city attorney 


and if we can do something, the council

Garbage 


Bag Plan 


The executive board of the Palatine 


Chamber of Commerce will meet Thurs- 
day to decide if the chamber should take 
over the distribution of garbage bags in 
the village. 


The bags are now distributed only at 


the village hall and sell for S5 for a box 
of 50 and S9 for a box of 100. 


Kenneth P. Ericksen. the chamber's 


e x e c u t i v e director, said yesterday 
"We're shooting for the same price as 
the village." 


If the board approves. Eriksen saiA 


residents of Palatine will be able to buy 
garbage bags at about 15 stores effective 
June 1. 


Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said the 


village wants to curtail its bag dis- 
tribution because it is "not equipped to 
handle retail sales." 


HE DESCRIBER THE distribution of 


garbage bags as "an extremely costly 
and cumberson process." 


When the bags come to the village hall, 


he said, they have to be handled two or 
three times. A public works departmeni 
crew has to be called to unload the bags, 
he said, and a crew must be called each 
day to move the bags from the basement 
to the office where they can be pur- 
chased. 


Braun said when labor costs are con- 


sidered, the village is losing money on 
the bags. Apart from that, he said, pub- 
lic works department schedules are dis- 
rupted by the need for the men to handle 
the bags. 


Ericksen said that the village was not 


granting an exclusive right to the cham- 
ber to sel the bags. 


The chamber, he said, is assuming the 


village's order of 1.300,000 bags. Tlie cost 
of 
these, 
he said, is "upwards of 


875,000." 


Eriksen said there will be "very little 


mark-up" on the bags. 


THE CHAMBER is taking over dis- 


tribution, he said, for three reasons. 


First, he said the chamber wanted to 


take the burden off the village. Second, 
the group wants to make it convenient 
for shoppers to buy bags and third, the 
merchants want to draw people to the 
stores. 


If someone comes into a store to buy 


garbage b?gs, Eriksen said, there is a 
good possibility that he might buy some- 
thing else. 


Only stores that are chamber mem- 


bers, he said, will be selling the bags. 
There is nothing, however, to prevent a 
store which is not a member from join- 
ing the chamber and then selling the 
bags. 


ERIKSEN" SAID he thought it was eco- 


nomically unfeasible for a merchant to 
supply the same bags as the chamber at 
a lower price unless the merchant was 
prepared to order a million of the bags. 


By buying such a large volume, he 


said, the chamber is "knocking down the 
price and competing with the village 
price." 


There are no "foreseen price increas- 


es," Eriksen said of the chamber's price. 


There is nowhere else where village 


residents can buy a bag "of this quality" 
for tne price the chamber will charge, he 
said.

road and bridge fund to keep township 
government going. 


Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor, 


said the road and bridge fund finished 
with a 'small balance' last fiscal year 
and would be able to purchase at least 
the first warrant. 


None of the projects slated to be fi- 


nanced out of the road and bridge fund 
would be affected by the warrants, he 
said. 


The township's main source of reve- 


nue, the 2 per cent in excess commis- 
sions it kept when it collected taxes, was 
dried up by a State Supreme Court deci- 
sion 
declaring 
that 
practice 
uncon- 


stitutional. 


AT THE ANNUAL township meeting 


last month, electors voted to tax them- 
selves five cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation to keep township government 
alive. The monies raised from that tax 
will not be collected until next year. 


Asked if the township was "robbing 


Peter to pay Paul," Olsen said that was 
a "poor" phrase to use. 


If the road and bridge fund cannot buy 


any warrants, Olsen said, the township 
will "pursue another course." That, he 
said, meant the township will borrow the 
funds it needed from a bank. 


Olsen said the township will borrow the 


money at 4 per cent interest. It has been 
estimated that a bank would charge the 
township at least 6 per cent to borrow 
the funds. 


THE BOARD MADE the decision to 


borrow the money from the road and 
bridge fund, he said, to avoid paper work 


and repetition. He also said "it keeps all 
investing in the township." 


Asked if the small balance in the road 


and bridge fund showed that the fund 
was 
"over-budgeted." 
Olsen 
replied 


"certainly not." 


Twice in the last five years, he said, a 


special road tax had to be voted by elec- 
tors, and projects have to be planned 
several years in advance. Part of the 
balance is apparently a result of funds 
collected for projects which have not 
been completed. 


Although Olsen said yesterday he did 


not remember exactly how much the bal- 
ance was, he said by the end of May 
there will be $7,000 in the fund. 


"There is a fair amount of doubt." he 


said, there will be any more funds avail- 
able after the first $7,000 unless the coun- 
ty, which now collects the taxes starts 
disbursing some of those funds. 


THE BIG BULK of expenses in the 


road and bridge fund, he said, will prob- 
ably come due in August, at which time 
the fund will have to be repaid. 


Although the township authorized the 


issuance of $42,000 in warrants, he said, 
the funds will be spent only as needed.

On March 14 of this year, two boys 


were arrested for selling drugs in Pala- 
tine — "A Real Hometown." 


Again, the danger of that club of igno- 


rance taking its toll is in the air. 


In fact, thp police have helped to set 


the stage by claiming they arrested the 
boys behind the Outpost when other re- 
liable sources including the boys, said 
the arrest was actually made several 
doors down from the teen center. 


But after all. it would make more 


sense to say "a couple of longhairs'1 


were nabtxxl behind a teen center than it 
would to say two boys were caught be- 
hind a Honda shop. 


BUT THE EP1TOMY of this type of 


thinking finally blew up in our faces at 
Kent, Ohio the other day and showed us 
all what labeling, such as "The Estab- 
lishment" and "Radicals." can lead to. 


Before the students at Kent University 


and the National Guardsman even met 
on that campus, both groups had each 
other pegged.

Township Youth Committee 


During the past few months the PTYC 


has experienced the closing of The Out- 
post, a drop-in center for teens on North- 
west Highway, the loss of staff members, 
and has been named in connection with 
the drug arrests of two youths near the 
Outpost March 14. 


According to Emmerson Thomas, exec- 


utive director, the arrest had nothing to 
do with the closing of the Outpost last 


month. 


"We had to close up shop because we 


could not get our lease renewed and be- 
cause it cost $6,000 a year to operate the 
store-front center which we don't have," 
he said. 


Concerning the arrests of two boys who 


pleaded guilty in Circuit Court to selling 
LSD on March 
11 at The 
Outpost, 


Thomas said, "The scope of drugs in the 
Northwest suburbs is so great that a sale 
of this sort of thing could have happened 
anywhere. It's just so unfortunate it hap- 
pened here since it cast a bad reflection 
on many kids who were getting some- 


thing good out of the Outpost.1' 


THE EVENTS surrounding the March 


14 arrests of the two vouths need clari- 
ficaion. Thomas said. 


'•First of all, March 14 was a Saturday 


and the Outpost was not open Satur- 
days." he said. Secondly, "The arrests 
were not made behind the Outpost as po- 
lice stated, they were made behind a 
shop near it." 


Thomas also said the police had a run- 


ning invitation to "stop in and visit" the 
Outpost anytime they wanted to. The 
drop-in center was never open without a 
staff member on the premises, he added. 


Burial Urn Found In Attic 


by BRAD BREKKE 


A brass urn containing the lost ashes 


of a stillborn baby cremated 19 years 
ago, was found in the attic of a large bi- 
level home in Mount Prospect Sunday. 


The urn was found by the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Frank Koegel, 1002 Pendelton 
PI., while he was rummaging in their 
attic looking through old junk. 


The boy found the urn under some auto 


parts and chains which had been there 
since they moved into the home in De- 
cember of 1968. 


It was later learned by the Herald that 


the ashes belonged to the former owner 
of the home, still a resident of Mount 
Prospect, whom police asked not be iden- 
tified. 


According to police, the boy came 


across the urn and found what appeared 
to be burned bones. After examining the 
urn, his parents thought it must contain 
the remains of a body that had been cre- 
mated, and later that day brought it to 
Mount Prospect police wrapped in a 
plastic bag. 


POLICE SAID THE URN, which looks 


like a can, was 3 by 5 inches in size and 
apparently had been forced open by 
someone at one time because there were

three puncture holes in the top of it. 


Attached to the urn was a manila card 


which contained the coroner's name, the 
baby's name, and the date of crema- 
tion: June 4,1951. 


The body had been cremated by a 


cemetery in Forest Park. 


Mr. and Mrs. Koegel told police they 


moved into the house in 1968 and had 
purchased it through Annen and Busse 
Realtors. 


Mrs. Mae Kraybill, who sold the home 


to them, told the Herald who the former 
owner had been, and that her name, be- 
fore she had remarried a few years ago, 
was the same as the baby's marked on 
the urn. 


Then the Herald called the woman, 


who said she indeed had delivered a 
baby at that time and that the urn prob- 
ably contained its ashes. 


"THE WHOLE THING was a very bad 


experience. I knew the baby had died, 
but I didn't know what happened to it. I 
was too sick at the time. I was in West 
Suburban Hospital (Oak Park) and my 
husband said he would take care of the 
baby. The whole thing was very bad. My 
husband never mentioned it afterward, 
and I never questioned him about it," 
she said. 


The woman said she hadn't known 


what happened, or where her dead baby 
was for the last 19 years, and that her 
husband apparently bad kept a tight se- 
cret where he had hidden the urn.

over," Gary Peterson said He and his 
wife, Glcnda, had some furniture, but 
most of it was lost in the fire. 


The flam«s spread down to the second 


floor. So far, no firemen had come 
around to the back of the building to 
fight the fire. 


"1 guess we bolter move back," Wanek 


said. As the little crowd stepped back 
from he creek and the building, firemen 
dragging hoses came around the end of 
the building. 


"Move back, move back," the police- 


man accompanying them cautioned. 


His order was reinforced by a shower 


of water from the snorkel hose now posi- 
tioned above the burning building. 


"I guess they're going to work on the 


hack now," Wanek said as the little 
crowd dispersed. They stayed at the 
Holiday Inn or with relatives Monday 
night. 


T U E S D A Y MORNING Gary and 


Glenda came back to see what they 
could salvage. 


"Our place was completely burned 


out." Glenda said. "We don't have a 
thing left." 


Both were still wearing the clothes

years ago. It has a very large attic. But 
I never knew about the urn or the baby 
We were living on WaPella at the time it 
was born, so my husband must have car- 
ried it with him when we moved into the 
now home we built on Pendelton," she 
said. 


When the woman's husband died three 


years ago, he apparently took his secret 
with him, until it was uncovered Sunday, 
almost two decades later. Since then, the 
woman has remarried and is still living 
in Mount Prospect. 


STUNNED BY THE NEWS that the 


ashes of her dead child had been found, 
the woman explained, "A lot of sorrow is 
connected with that child. There was 
nothing illegal about it, though, if that's 
what you're thinking." 


Prior to turning the urn over to police. 


Mr. and Mrs. Koegel said they had con- 
sulted with Father Leo Coggins of St. 
Raymond's Church, who advised them to 
see that it was returned to its rightful 
owner for safe keeping. 


Police didn't contact the woman about 


the urn Sunday. Monday, after she was 
told of the urn's whereabouts, the woman 
called police.

Body Found In 
Forest Preserve 


The body of a Rolling Meadows man 


was discovered in Deer Grove Forest 
Preserve yesterday morning, according 
to Detective William Denaer of the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police. The tentatively 
identified body of John E. Rolfe, 43, of 
4411 Lincoln, was found dead by County 
forest ranger William "Bud" Mukahirn 
at approximately 9:45 a.m. Tuesday. 


Rolfe was apparently the victim of a 


self-inflicted head wound from a .30-.30 
rifle, Denaer said. His body was taken to 
the Cook County Morgue. 


Rolfe. a produce manager for Magna- 


flux Corp. was reported missing by his 
wife Helen to the Rolling Meadows police 
yesterday morning. 


His death is being investigated by De- 


naer and Detective Warren Schwartz of 
the Sheriff's Police. 


SCHWARTZ SAID Rolfe's body was 


discovered in the north end of the park 
at Quentin Road and Route 68. He was 
found in a wooded area about 150 feet 
from the park road where he left his car. 
The weapon he apparently used was 
found near the body. 


Rolfe was seen alive by Sheriff's Po- 


lice and forest rangers yesterday after- 
noon. "Officers reported seeing him sit- 
ting in his car reading paperback books 
near the scene of his death," Schwartz 
said . 


Although it has not yet been confirmed 


by pathologists, it is believed that Rolfe 
died sometime late Monday night or ear- 
ly Tuesday morning, Schwartz said. 


Police said they have no reason to 


think Rolfe's death was a result of any- 
thing other than suicide. 


"The gun belonged to him, there are 


indications of trouble on the homefront, 


and the positioning of the weapon in rela- 
tion to the body indicate that it was sui- 
cide," Schwartz said. 


Steps are now being taken to positively 


identify Rolfe. "Fingerprints are being 
matched up with old service records or 
anything else we can find," Schwartz 
said. 


Rolfe is survived by his wife and their 


two children, John Alden, 18, and Mark, 
15.

into an attempt to put it out before ev-

"There are men here who haven't been 


firemen for quite a while," Mrs. Jane 
Meyer, wife of Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said. 


Some tenants were worried about their 


cars in the underground basement. When 
most of the fire was out, the garage door 
was opened. Because of the cement ceil- 
ing, water and smoke had not penetrated 
the garage enough to seriously damage 
any of the cars.

eral trucks, quickly extinguished 
the 


blaze. 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said. 
"I managed to get the chief's car which 
belongs to the city out, though." 


By the time firemen were rolling up 


hoses and sending the two snorkels back 
to the Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights fire stations, the Red Cross had 
placed 17 families in the Holiday Inn for 
three nights. 


"We'll pay for their room and board 


for three nights." Mrs June Gunderson, 
2801 Hawk Lane in Rolling Meadows, a 
volunteer disaster worker, said 
"By 


then most should be placed." 


Scholz Homes Incorporated, owners of 


all but two buildings and the one which 
burned in Three Fountains has offered 
empty apartments as emergency shelter 
for the tenants in the burnt building. A 
few tenants are moving into unoccupied 
units and remaining within the complex. 


MANAGING AGENT for the building 


which burned Monday night is the Downs 
Mohl & Company of Chicfgo. 


"These three buildings were in phase 


one of Three Fountains apartments,"

$7,000 In TA JFs Authorized 


The Palatine Township board of audi- 


tors Monday night authorized the is- 
suance of up to $7,000 in tax anticipation 
warrants to be bought by the township's 
road and bridge fund to keep township 
government going. 


Howard I. Olsen, township supervisor, 


said the road and bridge fund finished 
with a 'small balance' last fiscal year 
and would be able to purchase at least 
the first warrant. 


None of the projects slated to be fi- 


nanced out of the road and bridge fund 
would be affected by the warrants, he 
said. 


The township's main source of reve- 


nue, the 2 per cent in excess commis- 
sions it kept when it collected taxes, was 
dried up by a State Supreme Court deci- 
sion declaring that practice 
uncon- 


stitutional. 


AT THE ANNUAL township meeting 


last month, electors voted to tax them- 
selves five cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation to keep township government 
alive. The monies raised from that tax 
will not be collected until next year. 


Asked if the township was "robbing 


Peter to pay Paul," Olsen said that was 
a "poor" phrase to use. 


If the road and bridge fund cannot buy 


any warrants, Olsen said, the township 
will "pursue another course." That, he 
said, meant the township will borrow the 
funds it needed from a bank. 


Olsen said the township will borrow the 


money at 4 per cent interest. It has been 
estimated that a bank would charge the 
township at least 6 per cent to borrow 
the funds. 


THE BOARD MADE the decision to 


barrow the money from the road and 
bridge fund, he said, to avoid paper work 


and repetition. He also said "it keeps all 
investing in the township." 


Asked if the small balance in the road 


and bridge fund showed that the fund 
was 
''over-budgeted." 
Olsen 
replied 


"certainly not." 


Twice in the last five years, he said, a 


special road tax had to be voted by elec- 
tors, and projects have to be planned 
several years in advance. Part of the 
balance is apparently a result of funds 
collected for projects which have not 
been completed. 


Although Olsen said yesterday he did 


not remember exactly how much the bal- 
ance was. he said by the end of May 
there will be $7.000 in the fund. 


"There is a fair amount of doubt." he 


said, there will be any more funds avail- 
able after the first $7,000 unless the coun- 
ty, which now collects the taxes starts 
disbursing some of those funds. 


THE BIG BU.K of expenses in the 


road and bridge fund, he said, will prob- 
ably come due in August, at which time 
the fund will ha\ e to be repaid. 


Although the township authorized the 


issuance of S42.000 in warrants, he said, 
the funds will be spent only as needed.

IN THIS PARTICVLAR case it was 


f i^y to say this, since it is well known 
that many of the youth who gathered at 
tl'i- drop-in, storefront center wore their 
hair

ami 
their 
clothes 
uncon- 


ventional 


In this case it was easy to label, tag, 


generalize, stereotype or whatever you 
want to call grouping all those who used 
the Outpost under the collective heading 
of "hepped up hippies " 


Making such sweeping generalizations 


may be a way of sorting out and sim- 
plifying a very complicated and many- 
sided society — but it is a dangerous 
way. 


It frequently condemns the whole in- 


stead of the part It is like cutting off a 
hand becatwe of something one finger 
did. 


And as nature tells us through our fin- 


ger prints, ue arc all a little bit different 
from one another. Most of us, however, 
are bestowed with the intelligence to ci- 
ther clench our fingers to a closed fist 


i>f narrow mindedncss. or open and ex- 
tend our hand in a gesture of under- 
--'finding. 


T h i s 
i- 
nothing new. Grouping 


many because of the actions of one has, 
and unfortunately always will be 
the 


easy way out for people suffering from 
lethargic minds 


In 1967 the Palatine Park District 


sponsored a teen center known as The 
Bank. Kids who frequented this teen spot 
sometimes wore leather jackets and too 
much Vitalis. The result: A neat, com- 
pact club with "greasers" written all 
over it came down from the towering 
heights of suburbia. 


On March 14 of this year, two boys 


were arrested for selling drugs in Pala- 
tine — "A Real Hometown." 


Again, the danger of that club of igno- 


rance taking its toll is in the air. 


In fact, the police have helped to set 


the stage by claiming they arrested the 
boys behind the Outpost when other re- 
liable sources, including the boys, said 
the arrest was actually made several 
doors down from the teen center. 


But after all, it would make more 


sense to say "a couple of longhairs" 
were nabbed behind a teen center than it 
would to say two boys were caught be- 
hind a Honda shop. 


BUT THE EPITOMY of this type of 


thinking finally blew up in our faces at 
Kent. Ohio the other day and showed us 
all what labeling, such as "The Estab- 
lishment" and "Radicals," can lead to. 


Before the students at Kent University 


and the National Guardsman even met 
on that campus, both groups had each 
other pegged. 


The Right met the Left and neither 


side remembered that both of their jour- 
neys to the extremes began from the 
middle, and four students ended up with 
one group we all will belong to eventual- 
ly — the dead. 


But of course a little thing like two 


boys getting busted for possession and 
sale in Palatine — A Real Hometown — 
has nothing to do with the bullets which 
crossed from one side to the other on a 
sunny day on a college campus. 


A series of recent events, including the 


arrests of two teens for possession of 
marijuana, has at least temporarily set 
back the operations of the Palatine 
Township Youth Committee. 


During the past few months the PTYC 


has experienced the closing of The Out- 
post, a drop-in center for teens on North- 
west Highway, the loss of staff members, 
and has been named in connection with 
the drug arrests of two youths near the 
Outpost March 14 


According to Emmerson Thomas, exec- 


utive director, the arrest had nothing to 
do with the closing of the Outpost last 


month. 


"We had to close up shop because \\e 


could not get our lease renewed and be- 
cause it cost $6,000 a year to operate the 
store-front center which we don't have," 
he said. 


Concerning the arrests of two boys who 


pleaded guilty in Circuit Court to selling 
LSD on March 11 at The Outpost, 
Thomas said. "The scope of drugs in the 
Northwest suburbs is so great that a sale 
of this sort of thing could have happened 
anywhere. It's just so unfortunate it hap- 
pened here since it cast a bad reflection 
on many kids who were getting some- 


thing good out of the Outpost." 


THE EVENTS surrounding the March 


14 arrests of the two youths need clari- 
ficaion, Thomas said. 


"First of all, March 14 was a Saturday 


and the Outpost was not open Satur- 
days," he said. Secondly, "The arrests 
were not made behind the Outpost as po- 
lice stated, they were made behind a 
shop near it." 


Thomas also said the police had a run- 


ning invitation to "stop in and visit" the 
Outpost anytime they wanted to. The 
drop-in center was never open without a 
staff member on the premises, he added. 


Burial Urn Found In Attic 


by BRAD BREKKE 


A brass urn containing the lost ashes 


of a stillborn baby cremated 19 years 
ago, was found in the attic of a large bi- 
level home in Mount Prospect Sunday. 


The urn was found by the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Frank Koegel, 1002 Pendelton 
PI., while he was rummaging in their 
attic looking through old junk. 


The boy found the urn under some auto 


parts and chains which had been there 
since they moved into the home in De- 
cember of 1968. 


It was later learned by the Herald that 


the ashes belonged to the former owner 
of the home, still a resident of Mount 
Prospect, whom police asked not be iden- 
tified. 


According to police, the boy came 


across the urn and found what appeared 
to be burned bones. After examining the 
urn, his parents thought it must contain 
the remains of a body that had been cre- 
mated, and later that day brought it to 
Mount Prospect police wrapped in a 
plastic bag. 


POLICE SAID THE URN, which looks 


like a can, was 3 by 5 inches in size and 
apparently had been forced open by 
someone at one time because there were

three puncture holes in the top of it. 


Attached to the urn was a manila card 


which contained the coroner's name, the 
baby's name, and the date of crema- 
tion: June 4, 1951. 


The body had been cremated by a 


cemetery in Forest Fark. 


Mr. and Mrs. Koegel told police they 


moved into the house in 1968 and had 
purchased it through Annen and Busse 
Realtors. 


Mrs. Mae Kraybill, who sold the home 


to them, told the Herald who the former 
owner had been, and that her name, be- 
fore she had remarried a few years ago, 
was the same as the baby's marked on 
the urn. 


Then the Herald called the woman, 


who said she indeed had delivered a 
baby at that time and that the urn prob- 
ably contained its ashes. 


"THE WHOLE THING was a very bad 


experience. I knew the baby had died, 
but I didn't know what happened to it. I 
was too sick at the time. I was in West 
Suburban Hospital (Oak Park) and my 
husband said he would take care of the 
baby. The whole thing was very bad. My 
husband never mentioned it afterward, 
and I never questioned him about it," 
she said. 


The woman said she hadn't known 


what happened, or where her dead baby 
was for the last 19 years, and that her 
husband apparently had kept a tight se- 
cret where he had hidden the urn. 


The back of three buildings in Three 


Vinmtains Apartments looks into a wind- 
,ng. shad} section of Salt Creek. 


There i.s no fire door dividing the third 


floor into sections, so the young singles 
and couples who live on the northern end 
of the building have had a chance to get 
to know each other in the eight to 10 
months they have lived in Three Foun- 
'ains. 


Monday night the group had been go- 


ing back and forth among their apart- 
ments after dinner. When the fire broke 
nut. they were separated, but an hour 
later, as firemen swarmed over the 
building trying to stop the spreading 
flames, they had regrouped near 
the 


creek to keep an eye on their apartment 
units. 


"There it goes," Jim Wanck said as 


'he fire broke through the fourth floor 
Borage room roof. "We had no insur- 
ance. Everyone said it was a waste of 
money to get fire and theft insurance." 


"YKII. THEY TOLD us we were single 


and didn't need it." Leon Newberg, his 
roommate added. 


They looked up. Black smoke was now 


coming from their balcony sliding doors. 


"My fiance was in the apartment 


across the hall," Leon continued. "1 
opened the door and felt the heat, and 
then I heard her screaming in the other 
apartment." 


Leon crossed the hall and groped until 


he found his fiance in the other apart- 
ment. They closed the door and went out 
on the balcony to wait for help. 


Mike Duene was the only one home in 


his apartment. "One roommate is in 
Canada and I suppose he knows about 
this by now," he choked. The other two 
were out foi the evening and would find 
out about the fire when they got home 


"We don't have insurance either," 


Mike said. "Hey, look, the flames are 
coming out the window Well, I guess 
that is the end of that. All the stereo 
equipment is gone by now." 


"WE'RE JUST GOING to have to start 


over," Gary Peterson said. He and his 
wife, Glenda, had some furniture, but 
most of it was lost in the fire. 


The flames spread down to the second 


floor. So far, no firemen had come 
around to the back of the building to 
fight the fire. 


"I guess we better move back," Wanek 


said. As the little crowd stepped back 
from he creek and the building, firemen 
dragging hoses came around the end of 
the building. 


"Move back, move back," the police- 


man accompanying them cautioned. 


His order was reinforced by a shower 


of water from the snorkel hose now posi- 
tioned above the burning building. 


"I guess they're going to work on the 


back now," Wanek said as the little 
crowd dispersed. They stayed at the 
Holiday Inn or with relatives Monday 
night. 


T U E S D A Y MORNING Gary and 


Glenda came back to see what they 
could salvage. 


"Our place was completely burned 


out," Glenda said. "We don't have n 
thing left." 


Both were still wearing the clothes 


they had on when the fire broke out Mon- 
day night.

"We built the house it was found in 15 


years ago. It has a very large attic. But 
I never knew about the urn or the baby. 
We were living on WaPella at the time it 
was born, so my husband must have car- 
ried it with him when we moved into the 
new home we built on Pendelton," she 
said. 


When the woman's husband died three 


years ago, he apparently took his secret 
with him, until it was uncovered Sunday, 
almost two decades later. Since then, the 
woman has remarried and is still living 
in Mount Prospect. 


STUNNED BY THE NEWS that the 


ashes of her dead child had been found, 
the woman explained, "A lot of sorrow is 
connected with that child. There was 
nothing illegal about it, though, if that's 
what you're thinking." 


Prior to turning the urn over to police, 


Mr. and Mrs. Koegel said they had con- 
sulted with Father Leo Coggins of St. 
Raymond's Church, who advised them to 
see that it was returned to its rightful 
owner for safe keeping. 


Police didn't contact the woman about 


the urn Sunday. Monday, after she was 
told of the urn's whereabouts, the woman 
called police. 


"She was quite shook up by the whole 


thing and said she would be in later to 
pick it up" said Mount Prospect Police 
Chief Newell Esmond. 


"Until then, we're keeping it locked 


up," he said. 


"But this is the kind of risk we run 


because we don't go around holding 
hands with these kids." he said. "The 
only good thing to come out of it Uhe 
arrests) is that it shows that Palatine 
has this kind of problem." 


Thomas said drugs is not the onK 


problem Outreach workers dealt with. 
"Drugs are only the latest problem and 
probably the last S O.S. kids are going to 
send out to adults ' 


MANY OF THOSE who frequented the 


Outpost or used the Outreach counseling 
services, "changed their behavior, got 
back to school, returned to their homes 
and did not end up in St Charles (a re- 
formatory)," he said. 


Many of these services have been cut 


back because of the organization's small 
staff. Currently Thomas and Dennis Mor- 
gan are the only youth \\ orkers available 
to teens 


"Our first priority is to get more staff, 


two more part-time workers if possible." 
Thomas said "We work with human re- 
sources first, a new building for the Out- 
post has to come second." 


At this time the Outpost is defunct. 


The 11-member Teen Advisory Board 
meets occasionally Monday evenings in 
the township hall, but "that's about the 
extent of it now," he said.
